REMATURE deaths in middle life 

P are chiefly due to three causes— 

the general character of American 

life, the rush to the city and overeating and 
drinking. 

The first, which I will call deierteiatine 
is the result of those conditions that place 
the acquisition of wealth within range of 
reasonable hope for a .very large portion 
of our citizens. American opportunity 
spells ambition and ambition spells strug- 
gle and struggle spells competition and 
competition spells overstrain and overstrain 
spells disaster. 

So far as the rush to the city is con- 
cerned, tt is by no means confined to this 
country, but the effects are the same here 
as elsewhere. It seems probable that the 
daily existence of the citizen in the midst 
of noise, rush, hurry and under the con- 
stant strain of going, coming, seeing and 
doing, without rest or peace, lays the 
foundation of many of the physical and 
mental ills of later life. 

But, when we come down to eating, the 
American has his own peculiar way of 
ruining his constitution. The American 
dinner table is the most tempting in the 
world. It combines English bounty with 
. French king; and whereas the English- .

and the Frenchman by small portions, the .

of occupation, the direction of great enterprises, 
mechanical invention, scientific investigation and 
so on, the chances are overwhelmingly great that 
a healthy man will be more efficient at 50 than at 
20, because the mere length of his training, ex- 
perience, observation and thought bears a direct 
relation to his efficiency. 

“These considerations lead us to the conclusion 
that the preservation of the life and health of 
the mature adult is of the utmost importance to 
society. Without seeking to fix an exact range 
of years which will represent the period of a 
man’s greatest usefulness, let me put the matter 
this way: Suppose that we have in the United 
States at this moment 20,000,000 persons who are 
going about their daily work in an everage con- 
dition of health and efficiency, and suppose 
further that we can by increased care of their 
health add one year of robust and efficient ex- 
fetence to the life of these people, we _ shall 
have achieved the gigantic feat of adding during 
the Hfe of one generation 20,000,000 years of work 
to the sum of human energy which would have 
been employed in our country during that period. 

“We have seen that the life of the child must 
be conserved, because it is not until a human 
being has reached the adult stage that it can 
make its contribution to the sum of human action. 
Up to this point it has been a source of expense 
to society. 

“It has also been shown that we must carry the 
largest possible number of people the farthest 
possible distance along the road of healthy ma- 
turity, because it is generally in the period of 
middle age that the higher activities attain their 
fullest expression. 


Importance of the Aged. 
a S| OWEVER successful the labors of sci- 
ence may have been in these two di- 
, rections, their usefulness does not stop 
short when the period of old age has been 
reached. When we consider the whole body of 
civilized mankind which has entered old age— 
say, approximately sixty years—we find, indeed, 
that the NUMBER of useful lives diminishes rap- 
idly with each year passed; but against this we 
must set the fact that amongst the comparatively 
SMALL NUMBER of useful lives above 60 there 


will always be found a few whose QUALITY OF 
USEFULNESS is of the very highest stamp. 


“Take at random a dozen names of the 
greatest distinction in, philosophy, art, 
science and statesmanship, and you will 
be astonished at the tmportance of old 
age in the scheme of life. Each of the 
folowing men made tmportant contribu- 
tions to human activity after he had left 
youth and middle age far behind: Dar- 
win, Paateur, Newton, Plato, Kant, Vol- 
taire, Gladstone, Bismarck, Goethe, Mi- 
chaelt Angelo, Titian and Verdi; and the

She is the widow of a former Assistant Super- 
intendent of Instruction who had much to do 
with building up the public school system of 
Kansas City. She is the mother of George B. 
Longan, a Kansas City newspaper man. Twe 
other sons are well known professionally. 

She has been a prominent figure in social an‘ 
club life for a generation. But it is in her 
services on behalf of charity that her person- 
ality is indelibly stamped upon Kansas City 
history. 

And through her profession, in which she is 
unique as well as successful, she has become 
known all over the country. Mrs. Longan’s 
book, “Parliamentary Rules Made Easy,” has 
gone into its fifth edition and she yearly makes 
tours lecturing and instructing classes in par- 
liamentary laws and usages. That is the object 
of her frequent visits to St. Louis. 

“To what do you attribute the increasing in- 
terest in this subject among women?” she was ‘ 
asked. 


Women’s Organizations Arouse 


Interest in Parliamentary Laws 
“FT O the increase of organization,” re 


sponded Mrs. Longan. “The day of 
the individual in this country is past,” 

said she. 
“Formerly, say when I first visited St. Louis 
25 years ago, I remember, each family circle had 


its dependent poor family, its individual charity. 


That was all very beautiful and in many cases 


‘practical. Today we give up to specialists in 


all lines and entrust our charity to experts. 

“Formerly there was much indiscriminate and 
ill-advised giving. Today our social service, in 
the hands of professionals, ought to be better 
done. It isn’t always. The salaries of the ex- 
perts often eat up the philanthropic appropria- 
tion. Of $130,000 a year given by the City Coun- 
cil of my home, $80,000 is paid out in the sal- 
aries of the administrators. 

“The chief danger to organized charity is pol- 
itics, of course, 

“Then, too, these social service experts are 
likely to become hardened to their task. 

“It is Woman, woman with her mother-heart 
and her; growing interest and solicitude for 
needs oujside her own home, her new activities 


es 
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demand.” 

“Do women make good parliamentarians?” I 
inquired. 

“As a rule they make more studious pupils 
than men, and in the end they make better par- 
liamentarians than men. You see, men always 
have belonged to organizations and attended pub- 
lic meetings governed by parliamentary rules. 
They have absorbed much knowledge of the sub- 
ject. Or they think they have. As a matter of 
fact, they have absorbed as many errors and 
mistakes as they have knowledge. 

“They come to my classes with convictions 
already formed and are difficult to teach, for 
there are many improvements in parliamentary 
rules since the day of Jefferson, Roberts or 
Reed. 

“Women, on the other hand, come with open 
minds, and, if I may say so, often better equipped 
mentally and educationally than men. 

“As to their natural gifts for controlling or 
taking part in a public meeting, they have much 
to learn with experience. To accept public de- 
feat gracefully, to possess poise at critical mo- 
ments, to take criticism good naturedly, are 
lessons they have yet to learn. Through pariia- 
mentary laws they may acquire these faculties.

My business has always necessitated using ex- 
press companies as a means of shipping my goods 
and I must say they have alweys given me the 
very best service. I used the Parce: Post for a 
time and suffered accordingly. Packages ara not 
called for with the Parcel Post, about half the 
contents were either lost or stolen and as I re- 
celvea no receipt my goods were lost. I suf- 
fered for a time and then returned to my old 
friends the express companies. 

They came, collected, receipted and delivered 
' my packages in good condition and made ift good 

.when they didn’t. Like all of my nationality, I 
am a firm believer in fair play. I have related 
this experience of mine s0 as to bring it before 
the eyes of the public in general and see that we 
receive justice all around. The express companies 
have lowered their rates and been persecuted 
enough, and are still giving good service. The 
butcher, the grocer, the dry goods merchant 
and the huckster all said their wares were high 
because of the high express rates. Have they 
lowered their standard of prices as the express 
companies have done? No; they are the people we 
have to go for.

Tricks in Using Parcels Post.

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THE TERRIBLE ‘‘MOTHER JONBS.’’ 

It is reported that the executive officers of the 
United Mine Workers of America have appealed 
to President Wilson to “intercede” for Mother 
Jones, who has been imprisoned in Colorado for 
two months by military order. From which it 
would seem that the writ of habeas corpus is stil! 
suspended in the Trinidad mining region. 

Mary Jones, aged 82, went to Colorado armed 
only with her tongue. That tongue is evidently 
more dreaded by the Colorado coal barons than 
an army with banners. And yet, in an interview 
ir the New York Times, Mother Jones ts quoted 
ae saying: 

“I am no more in sympathy with dynamite 

in the hands of labor leaders than I am with 
embezzlement as a practice among financiers. 
I believe that strikes are going to stop, not 
because capital will choke labor till it hasn't 
breath left for the effort of a strike, or be- 
cause labor will smash capital until it hasn’t 
money left to fight with, but because I think 
intelligence will grow among employers and 
employed until, presently, we shall find 
strikes quite unnecessary. 

It may be that Mother Jones was going to say 
something quite different from this to the strikers 
in Colorado. She is credited with being very out- 
spoken. She does not mince matters. But the 
thing is, she wanted to talk, and the right of free 
speech, for her at least, could not be tolerated 
just now, no matter what she might have to say. 
However, if it had been thought that she would 
talk nonsense, she might have been left at lib- 
erty. 

It is a wonderful compliment to an 82-year-old 
woman that a military gag must be put in her 
mouth to prevent the State of Colorado from go- 


ing to the dogs.

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ARBITRATION THAT ARBITRATES. 
The first labor dispute to be submitted to Fed- 
eral arbitration under the Erdman law as amend- 
ed by the Newlands law was the demand of 100,000 
conductors and trainmen on 41 Eastern railroads 
for an increase in pay. 
The workings of the amplified act in preventing 
a strike of most injurious possibilities were a sub- 
ject of universal. commendation. The award 
granting the increase was handed down early last 
November and was welcomed with enthusiasm by 
the public as establishing a permanent basis for 
the peaceful settlement of industrial conflicts. 
It seems, however, that the dispute is not yet 
adjusted. The men are not even at this date in 
receipt of the new schedule, which should have 
gone into effect from October, 1918. The annual 
report of the Pennsylvania Railroad, just pub- 
lished, has thia refereace to it: 

The increased wages have not yet been paid, 
as further interpretations of the award are 
now being made and settlement will follow. 
The expense for the year 1914 will be !n- 
creased approximately $730,000 as the result 
of this award.

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, March 14.—Events of | 


far-reaching importance seem to be shaping them- 


selves up here at the top of the European map, in 


the Scandinavian Peninsula, and many close stu- 


dents of politics believe they will result in the 
abdication, in the near future, of both the King 


of Sweden and the King of Norway. 


What will happen afterwards is not s0 easily 
countries 
are seething with internal dissension. Russia is 
on the north, ready to pounce 


foretold. But while the two little 
watching them 
dewn upon them at the first opportunity and Ger- 
many is watching from the south, watching prin- 
cipally Russia, that the “‘bear’” does not devour 
its two weak little neighbors, standing between 
Russia and its cherished plan of centuries to ob- 
tain control of the Baltic Sea.

openly commanding them to seize Norway and 
Sweden, and Russia has been patiently waiting 


and watching ever since for the chance to do it. 

Germany, naturally, does not want to share in 
Russia’s desire to get control of the Baltic. What 
Bngland and France would do to help Russia is 
not easily answered. England would see a chance 
France, a 


to erush her dangerous naval rival; 
ehance to get her revenge upon her hated con- 
queror of 1871. 

' But Germany would have the aid of little Fin- 
land, standing on guard at the Swedish frontier, 
against the advance of the Russian ‘troops. Every 
man in Finland would rise up in revolt and de- 
fense, and would enroll in the army of Sweden 
or Norway—his brothers in Government as well as 
in race and language before Finland herself was 
devoured by the ‘‘Bear.” 

In. Sweden there are plenty of Socialist papers 
advocating a republic, but the King himself is 
porsonally popular with the people. They admire 
his strength and courage in maintaining his own 
opinions, and his Queen, the German Princess 
Victoria of Baden, has made a place for herself 
tn their hearts. The Swedish Socialists could not 
easily establish a republic as long as the Queen 
of Sweden lives. 

Norway Hostile to Its King. 

In Norway the situation is different. Norway 
is hostile to its King in every part of the country 
end particularly hostile to its Queen. King Ed- 
ward of England did some of his finest diplomatic 
maneuvering when he obtained the throne of Nor- 
way for his daughter, Princess Maud, and so long 


as her father lived Queen Maud made a serious 


attempt to do her duty in her adopted land. 

But King Edward made the mistake of present- 
ing his daughter with a home in England, Apple- 
ton Hall, tn Norfolk, a splendid country estate, 
embodying all the charms of English country life. 
Queen Maud spent a few months there every year 
during her father’s lifetime, but as soon as he 
died she hastened to settle down at Appleton, with 
the excuse that her mother needed her close at 
hand. The Norwegians did not look upon it with 
favor, but there was no open resentment until 
her absences began to extend over the greater 
part of the year, and she was able to persuade 
King Haakon te spend most of his time also in 
England. 

Early last autumn King Haakon, Queen Maud 
and the little Crown Prince Olaf went to England 
for the marriage of Prince Arthur of Connaught 
and the Duchess of Fife, and they informed the 
Government that they would not return until 
after the new year, as the Queen desired to spend 
This created intense

ily, need not return at all if they stayed away so 
Jong. They came back in time for Christmas. 
Intense Hatred for Queen Maud. 

The Norwegians are even more democratic than 
the Swedes, and in both countries’ the common 
people are accustomed to walk into the royal pal- 
ace when they are passing, to shake hands with 
“Mr. King,” King Haakon, son of King Fred- 
erick VIII of Denmark, a country as democratic 
as either of the other two, was born into such an 
atmosphere and he does not mind it. Queen Maud 
has been accustomed since childhood to the hom- 
age of the English court, and she misses it in 
Norway. One is astonished at the hatred her 
name invokes among her subjects. 

The people are incensed because she is training 
her son, their future King, in the schools of En- 
land, as if Norway had not its own schools good 

ough even for its royal house. Crown Prince 
Olaf used to be the idol of the nation. and when 
his nurse took him to walk in the park at Chris- 
tiana a crowd followed him, anxious to shake his 
hand, pet his head and tell him how much they

Sicps or to encourage the Norwegian industries 
o* encourage Her subjects to do it. Norwegian 
ladies are ambitious to bask in royal favor, fol- 
low her example and go to London and Paris for 
their clothes, for their Christmas presents, even 
for the food served at their balls and banquets, 
importing everything at ruinous expense, to fol- 
low the fashionable lead. 

Queen Maud -apparently is tired of the “King 
business” up here, so remote from her beloved 
IEengland, and the world need not be surprised to 
hear any day that she has persuaded her husband 
t» abdicate. After that it will be a republic, if 
the people are able to get what they want. 

In Sweden the monarchy may last much longer, 
end King Gustav may, with the help of his Queen, 
who is not yet ready to lay aside her crown, re- 
main on the throne for the rest of his life.

American 
opportunity spelis ambition, and am- 
bition spells struggle, and struggle 
spells competition, and competition 
spells over-strain, and overstrain spells 
competition, and competition spells 
disaster. 

“So far as the rush to the city is 
concerned, it is by no means confined 
to this country; but the effects are 
the same here as elsewhere. It seems 
probable that the daily existence of 


the citizen in the midst of noise, rush, 
‘hurry and under the constant strain 
of coming, going, hearing, seeing and 
doing, without rest or peace, lays the 
foundation of many of the physical 
and mental ills of later life. 

“But when we come down to eat- 
ing, the American has his own pecu- 
liar way of ruining his constitution. 
The American dinner table is the 
most tempting in the world. It com- 
bines English bounty with French 
cooking; and whereas the English- 
man is saved from excess by bad 
cooking and the Frenchman by small 
portions, the American has mated the 
English table and the French cook, 
and the result ts joy to his appetite 
and death to his arteries. 

“If you ask me in what direction 
salvation lies fof the middle-aged 
American, I would point to the Life 
Extension Institute, which was for- 
mally opened recently. It comes on 
the scene for the particular purpose 
of attacking this problem and, as I 
believe, in the right way, namely, 
*by inducing the body of people over 
40 to apply to themselves some of 
the wisdom which they do not fail to 
apply periodically to an automobile 
or a watch—that is to say, to submit 
themselves for examination and re- 
pair. to some competent practitioner 
from time to time. 

‘Many of the diseases which lead to 
death in middle age are very amenable 
to treatment if they are taken in hand 
at an early stage, and most of them 
can be easily detected before they have 
made any serious inroad. It is remarka- 
ble, in view of these well-known facts, 
that a man who will not let a year pass 
without having his teeth examined by 
a dentist, is content to let the rest of 
his body work along in a haphazard 
fashion. without giving a thought to its 
economic operation and repair. 

“To the advice which Luigi Cornaro 
gave 400 years ago that for the bare 
preserving of our good health there 
needs no better physic than a temper- 
ate and regular life, I would add but 


rf} one precept for people who have reached 


middle age—whether they have reached 
it in years or whether their organs 
have reached it through unwise living 
whilst they are still young—go to a 
good physician once a year and sub- 
mit yourself to a thorough examination, 
so that the necessary repairs to the 
body may be undertaken before the ma- 
chine has fallen into such a condition 
that the scrap heap and not the repair 
shop is the proper place for it.”

pressed his individual aspect, both of] 


bedy and mind, upon earth’s ken. In 
each case the bigness and the littleness 
o* the man is known—the strength and 
the weakness—the noble and the igno- 
ble qualities. It is possible in both cases 
te concede sincere majesty without de- 
nying an occasional suggestion of the 
mock-heroic and the inherently theatric. 
One Frenchman alone—Duchesne of 
Kejane’s company years ago—convinc- 
ingly has embodied Napoleon in drama. 
One Englishman alone—George Arliss— 
how seems destined for similar distinc- 
tion In the case of Disraeli. They con-

George Arliss’ performance of this 
miracle begins with Disraeli’s first en- 
trance upon the stage in Louis N. Par- 
her’s skillfully constructed play. The 
seene ts the octagonal room of Glas- 
tonbury Towers, where the Right Hon- 
orable Benjamin Disraeli and bis wife 
are among the house-party guests of 
the Duke and Duchess of Glastonbury, 
typical English aristocrats. 

Tt is a hostile atmosphere for Disraell, 
despite the fact that already he is a 
power in English public life, being, as 
Premier, all-dominant in Victoria's 
council of state. His hostess, bitter 
with race-prejudice, resents his pres- 
ence and the confident sense of suprem- 
acy, with which he uses Glastonbury 
Towers as his working headquarters 
during this “‘holiday’’ from his Down- 
ing street offices. His host endures him 
only because he fears him and knows 
iis value to England and to his party. 
An enforced tolerance is the keynote 
of the situation. Sneers are ill-con- 
eealed. It is scornfully charged that he 
married his wife, a patrician English- 
woman, for her money's sake alone. 
_Asraeli emerges upon a stage thrilled 
with this spirit of unfriendly criticism

and depreciating judgment. 
It is the veritable Disraeli, in body 
and soul. Instantly he dominates the 
scene. The pettiness of the English at- 
titude tawards him amuses, more than 
it hurts him. He can afford to ig- 
nore it. He is a better Englishman and 
a more sincere patriot than those who 
harp upon his alien blood. Also, he is 
their master by virtue of supreme serv- 
ice to their country. They do not in 
the least disturb his self-poise nor shake 
his justified assurance. The high com- 
edy of his retaliatory tactics is exqui- 
site. He pulls the bell-rope to sum- 
mon a servant, gives his orders to 
that servant with delicious placidness 
of manner—and then, his wise old face 
wrinkling with the deep fun of it all, 
gravely asks leave of his hostess to do 
the things he has already done. He 
does not hesitate to make the tender- 
est obeisance to his wife, kissing her 
with unabashed fondness, ‘‘They say I 
married you for your money, my dear 
Mary,” he remarks, with a boy’s relish 
of exasperating mischief. And when, 
in the course of a casual conversation, 
he is charged with guile, it tickles him 
vastly. ‘‘Not guile,’’ he protests, “Ex- 
perience’’—and then again his old face 
wrinkles. “It's the same thing!’’ he 
concedes, his somber eyes narrowing 
and twinkling with cynical amusement. 
Hypnotically, a moment later, he com- 
pels the enlistment in his public serv- 
ice of a proud young English noble- 
man who, until that instant, had looked 
down upon him with all the intolerant 
hauteur of British caste toward an 
“outsider.” “England needs you young 
men!’’ he cries commandingly. And the 
youthful Viscount Deeford, subjugated 
by this great Jew and greater English- 
man, surrenders with glad pridefulness, 
“I've made Deeford a secretary!” an- 
nounces Disracli, waving a grandilo- 
quent and somewhat patronizing hand.

The husband- 
ly virtues which even his most rabil 
English critics were compelled to con- 
cede are shown with a noble simplicity 
in every phase of his bearing toward 
his dearly loved and fondly cherished 
English wife. His sardonic humor, sly 
and mordantly keen, crops out upon the 
least provocation. His blood-heritag¢ 
of pride in the ancient glory of Israel 
is unshakable and loftier even than 
that other pridefulness with which he 
so flercely fights for England’s wider 
dominion and increased world-power. 
“Where now will you turn for help?” 
he is asked, when Sir Michael Probert. 
president of the Bank of England, un- 
patriotically refuses to advance the 
money necessary for the purchase of 
the Suez Canal bonds. And instantly— 
“T shall turn where Pharaoh turned—to 
Moses!’* cries the great Jew, grimly. 
confident, as he dispatches a messenger 
summoning Hugh Meyers, Hebrew mul- 
timillionaire and world-financier, to his 
presence. It is here, and here only, that 
Disraeli is “‘spotlighted,”’ so to speak 
in his racial guise. Brief though it be, 
however, the incident Is a tremendous 
example of character-illumination. 
And, finally, one is permitted to see 
the romance-loving Disraeli, writer of 
fervidly sentimental novels in his young- 
er days, when the Premier of England 
ardently turns aside from his Titan du- 
ties of statecraft to encourage, direct 
and crown with happiness the love story 
of Lady Clarissa Pevensey and Charles, 
Viscount Deeford, two young folks whom 
he permits to win a very warm place, 
indeed, in his world-worn old heart. 


The play has two supremely moving 
moments, one of which reveals Disraeli 
as the harshest, most inexorable and 
most audacious of men-mastering hum- 
orists, the other as a lover of such ten- 
der constancy and devotion that it is 
this last which etches the most grate- 
ful and permanent ‘‘Disraeli impression’’ 
upon one’s memory. 

The first of these moments is reached 
when, desperately, Russia having bank- 
rupted Hugh Meyers by secret and crim- 
inal methods, Disraeli compels Sir 
Michael Probert to align the Bank of 
England in support of Meyers, uphold- 
ing his credit and making good the draft 
drawn in payment for the Suez Canal 
bonds.- The impetuous forecefulness of 
George Arliss in this scene is admirable. 
His Disraeli becomes an all-powerful 
figure of consecrated patriotism. Prime 
Minister of England, he will permit no 
denial of England’s demand upon the 
great bank which now alone stands be- 
tween her and a shameful defeat at 
Kiussia’s hands. He will break the Bank 
of England if Sir Michael. Probert re- 
fuses obedience to his command. He 
will depose Sir Michael as president. He 
will ‘‘wipe out” the bank’s Board of Dt- 
rectors. He will invalidate its charter. 
The man is resistless in his noble rage 
for England’s saving. And, tremblingly, 
Sir Michael Probert ylelds—the bitter 
“fight in the last ditch’’ is won. “It Is 
splendid that you have such power!” 
scme one says to Disraeli as the presi- 
dent of the Bank of England disappears 
from the scene. And—‘‘I haven't!’ 
chuckles Disraeli. “But Sir Michael 
doesn't know that!’’ 

The second ‘‘great moment” comes in 
the play’s last act, its setting being the 
stately reception hall in Downing street, 
where is made the official announce- 
ment of England's triumph and the re- 
warding of those who contributed to that 
triumph. Disraeli is England’s hero wf 
the hour. It is his victory, won for En- 
gland’s sake. He is the greatest of En- 
gland's great sons. All England will de- 
light to honor him. But Disraeli gives 
no thought to England’s triumph or his 
own. Lady Beaconsfield is dangerously 
ill. He is racked with apprehension of 
her death. A vast fear possesses him. 
At any moment the dread news of her 
passing may come. A telegram is hand- 
ed him. With trembling hands he makes 
as if to open it. But he dare not. Hag- 
gard-eyed, he looks up from the omi- 
nous envelope. And, lo!—his wife stands 
before him! ‘‘Mary!” he cries, opening 
his arms to her. She ts real—a sudden 
change for the better, backed by her 
own pluck and love for her husban., 
has enabled her to hasten to his side. 
An imperial band strikes up the national 
anthem, ‘God Save the Queen!’’ The 
brilliant company moves in majestic pro- 
cession toward the more stately scene 
where Victoria herself, now Empress of 
India as well as Queen of England, |s 
to hold her royal levee. But Benjamin 
Disraeli, Earl of Beaconsfield and sa- 
vior of England, is not thinking of Vic- 
toria nor of England. Mary,” his wife. 
has been snatched from the jaws wf 
death. She lives—and because of this 
alone his own life again becomes worth 
the living.

Horace S. Rumsey, president of the 
Rumsey Manufacturing Co. has just

In 
giving it to the St. Louis orchestra. 
Mr. Rumsey has made this organiza- 
tion one of the three in America to 
possess the work. The others are 
the Boston Symphony and the Chica- 
go Symphony. 

The “Manfred” symphony is one 
of the most expensive orchestral 
pleces extant, ani while neither Mr. 
Rumsey nor the orchestra manage- 
ment—through whom it was ordered 
—will say what it cost, the general 
opinion of the musicians is that pur- 
chase price, import duty, expressage, 
etc., totaled considerably tmnore than 
$100. 

Rumsey Offers to Buy It. 

Last season, Conductor Zach played 
the “Manfred” symphony twice, first 
on his own initiative and the second 
time in response to many requests 
for its repetition. Both times he had 
to bofrow the music from the Bos- 
ton orchestra at heavy insurance and 
express expense, and when Rumsey 
asked him to play it again this year 
he saki he felt he ought not to ask 
the Boston orchestra to accommo- 
date him so soon again. 

“I'll buy it for you if you will play 
it,” sald Rumsey. “You have it or- 
dered and send the billgfo me.” 

Rumsey has been an onthusiastic 
friend of the orchestra for several 
years and both he and his wife, who 
is a member of the Executive Board 
of the Symphony Society, are gener- 
©us supporters of the organization. 
He is not a musician, but is ex- 
tremely fond of good music and a 
great admirer of Tschalkowsky. 

The program in which the “Man- 
fred” symphony will form the chief 
feature wil be an all-Tschaikowsky 
concert, and the celebrated planiste, 
Mme. Teresa Carreno, will be the 
scolist. 

Mme. Carreno, who is just closing 
the series of jubilee appéarances by 
which she is celebrating hor fiftieth 
year as a concert pianist, will make 
St. Louis her last American engage- 
ment this season. She has been play- 
ing in public since her eighth year. 

Mme. Carreno is said by many au- 
thorities to be the world’s greatest 
woman planist. She will play, in the 
two concerts this week, the Tschai- 
kowsky concerto for piano and or- 
chestra No. 1, in B flat minor. The 
only other number in the two pro- 
grams will be the same composer's 
“Italian Caprice.”

‘Today. 


IN ST. LOUIS TUESDAY 


Author Scheduled to Present It 
at Meetings -Tuesday and 
Thursday. ; 


President Wilson and his 
in the White House this afternoon, 
will hear the first reading of the 
completed manuscript of the Masque 
of St. Louis, by the author, Percy 
MackKaye. This information was re- 


ceived yesterday by the committee in 
charge of the Pageant. and Masque 
of St. Louis, to be produced in For- 

est Park, May 28-31. 

The reading of the Masque before 
the Wilson family was requested by 
Miss Eleanor Wilson, who took a 
leading part in the productior. of 
MacKaye’s “Bird Masque” in Cornish, 
N. EL, last summer, and later in 
Hotel Astor, New York. At her re- 
quest, MacKaye decided to make the 
journey from New York to St. Louis 
via Washington, stopping over today 
in the capital. 

MacKaye will arrive in St. Louis 
Tuesday, bringing the manuscript, 
and will read it in Central High 
School auditorium, Tuesday ntfzht. 
He will read it-Thursday night at 
Sheldon Memorial, before the Drama 
League, 

President and Family Invited. 

Invitations to the President and 
his family to attend the Pageant and 
Masque havé been sent by the Exec- 
utive Committee. An invitation also 
Was sent to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, whose engagement to 
Miss Eleanor Wilson has been an- 
nounced, 

MacKaye, on his last visit to St. 
Louis, gave a general outline of his 
Masque, the theme being the fall 
and rise of social civilization. The 
Masque will be the symbolic after- 
piece of the Pageant and will be 
given after dark, and with many of 
the figures masked. 

The Masque opens at the moment 
when Cahokia, the representative of 
the ancient Indian civilization, is 
surrounded and threatened by wild 
nature-forces. It then shows, with 
the coming of the white man, “the 
hopeful, resurgent powers of civiliza- 
tion.” 

Cities to Send Envoys. 
One of’ the notable scenes of the 


cities to combat the forces which oppose 
municipal progress. In this scene, the 
principal cities of the United States and 
Canada will be represented by mounted 
envoys, appointed by the Mayors of 
those municipalities. The capital«cities 
of Latin-America also have been invited 
to send envoys. 

Mayor Mitchel of New York is one 
of those officials who already have re- 
sponded to the invitation, and he has 
named as envoy Henry Bruere, City 
Chamberlain of New York, a former 
resident of St. Charles, Mo. He is 
known as an expert on matters of mu- 
nicipal government. The envoys will 
hold conferences on the mornings of 
Pageant days, for the consideration of 
subjects of municipal interest. 

The Pageant Financial Committee, of 
which Charles A. Stix is chairman, will 
meet at the Mercantile Club at 4 p. m. 
Thursday. A meeting Friday after- 
noon, at Pageant headquarters in the 
Century Building, was attended by 15 
members of the cOmmittee, and while 
progress was shown, it was decided a 
meeting of the whole committee was 
needed.

Davis 
before the Parents-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of the Dozier School, at the school 
building, Maple and Goodfellow ave- 
nues, Tuesday night, and a talk by 
Joseph Lindon Smith, stage manager of 
the Masque, before the Mary Ynstitute 
Alumnae, at Founders’ Hall, at 4 p. m. 
Wednesday. He will speak on “The 
Technique of Staging the Masque,”

car robbers have picked the pock- 

ets of an average of three men 
a day, highwaymen have slugged 
and robbed an average of four vic- 
tims a day, and at least a dozen 
burglaries a day have been report- 
ed. Safe robbers have been work- 
ing periodically.

Acting Chief of Police Gillagpy, in a 
general order issued with the Police 
Board's sanction, and made public yes- 
terday, read the riot act to the entire 


force. 
The recent street and saloon robberies, 


burglaries, safe blowings and other 
crimes of violence, none of which has 
been followed by the capture of the 
criminals, got on the nerves of the 
Chief and the Police Commissioners, 
and caused the issuance of the order. 
The criticism caused by the delay in 
pursuing the robbers who held up a 
paymaster of the Brown Shoe Co. and 
fled in an automobile with $10,625 was 
most trying to police officials. 

Might Restore 12-Hour Day. 

It is believed by some persons 
familiar with police affairs that the 
policemen are “laying down” on their 
work because of resentment at the 
“efficiency” method of rating and 
promotions, and because of the weight 
given to mental examinations. Ag a 
*ummary step to cure this disaffec- 
tion it has been hinted that the board 
may restore the 12-hour day for po- 
licemen in place of the present 8 
hours. This could be done by de- 
claring that an emergency exists, and 
it would continue until tho force 
shows a disposition to do its duty. 
Gillaspy would not comment on the 
order yesterday, saying it spoke for 
itself. It was addressed to captains, 
and was as follows: 

Effective and vigorous steps MUST 
BE TAKEN immediately to stop the 
many robberies and other crimes that 
are being committed dally in all sec- 
tions of the city. The utter failure to 
arrest any of those guilty of these 
crimes shows that something js rad- 
ically wrong and on you rests the re- 
sponsibility of ascertaining what it is. 
If your men were doing even ordinary 
police work, many of these crimes 
would be prevented and some arrests 
made. 

In some precincts the men are not 
even walking their beats. I have 
seen with my own eyes groups’ of 
three or four officers standing on 
street corners talking. Some of them 
“kill time’ by reading newspapers. 
Such instances show that Sergeants 
are neglecting their duty. You will 
see that they do their work properly 
or suffer the consequences. 

There must be a prompt and de- 
cided improvement all along the line 
and it is up to you to see that there 
is. Loafing on the part of anybody 
will not be tolerated. 

From now on you will see that your 
men are instructed in Jiu Jitsu on 
their own time Every officer owes 
the city eight hours of active and 
intelligent police work and it must 
be forthcoming.

NEW YORK, March 14.—Papers on 
file in the county courthouse in a suit 
for the annulment of the marriage of 
Harriet Sharp Jackson to Francis Dut- 
ton Jackson, which was performed in 
Niagara Falls, on Nov. 15 last, fre- 
vealed yesterday, a remarkable story of wW 
the duping of a rich old woman by ) 
a daring and unscrupulous man. J 

Francis Dutton Jackson is the man 
who was known as the husband of 
Ann O’Delia Diss Debar, who many 
years ago got away with the fortune of 
Luther R. Marsh, a wealthy lawyer of 
this city, by imposing upon him with 
fake “‘spiritualistic paintings.”’ 

It is said Jackson posed before Mrs. 
Sharp, a widow, as a “religious mar- 
tyr,”” and thus gained her confidence, 
whereas in reality he was a ticket-of- 
leave man just out of an English prison, 
where he had been serving a 15-year 
term for attacks upon young girls, 
whom he and Diss Debar had lured 
into a London society called the Theo- 
cratic Unity and Purity League. Diss 
Debar served seven years as his ac- 
complice. 

“Mystic Cube” Got 840,000. 

Not only did Jackson fool Mrs. Sharp 
by his ‘“‘martyr’’ pose his wife swears, 
but he stole most of her fortune of about 
$46,000 by means of rolling a ‘“‘mystic 
cube’’ which he said “tthe immortals” 
had given him for guidance in all his 
affairs. 

He forced her to marry him, she 
makes oath, by hypnotizing her whils 
pretending to give her massage treat- 
mnent for headaches. She is 70 years old. 
Jackson is 47. 

He was placed on trial in Toronto last 
Monday, charged with having obtained 
his wife’s valuable property ‘“‘by threat 
and menace,” but pleaded guilty, and is 
now in jail in that city awaiting sen- 
tence. 

The marriage annulment case probably 
will be tried in this city next month. 
It comes here because, though neither 
party to the suit is an American, the 
marriage was performed in this State 

An affidavit made by Mrs. Jackson, 
who was a widow for many years be- 
fore the ceremony of last November, 
sets forth that she first heard of Francis 
Dutton Jackson in the fall of 1909 
through a family named McKay who 
rented one of her houses in Toronto.

PREDICTS OPENING 
OF PANAMA CANAL 
WILL BENEFIT SUEZ 


PARYS, March 14.—M. Jounart, the 
Chief Executive of the Suez Canal, 
has informed the shareholders that 
they will be benefitted rather thal 
harmed by the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal. He perdicts that the 
opening of regions in East Asia by 
the American canal will create a 
traffic, some*of which naturally will 
find its way through Suez. “Be that 
as it may,” he adds, “Suez will still 
remain the shortest route from Hu- 
rope to the Far East.” 

Extensive and costly improvements 
are being made to the Suez Canal to 
enable it to compete with the Pana- 
ma Canal. The original depth, in 
1865, was 26 feet. The present depth 
is 32 feet. The new depth will be 
39 feet. 

The Suez Canal has no locks and 
no tides. The waterway remains al- 
most constantly at a uniform depth. 
The Mediterranean Sea is almost tide- 
less. No vessel drawing more than 29

BETTER THAN OURS 


Max Goldfarb of Kiev, on Lec- 
ture Here, Says Revolutionary 
Spirit Is Growing. 


MOST EDITORS IN JAIL 


Work Does Not Suffer, How- 
ever, as Imprisoned Men Are 
Party Martyrs, Not Writers. 


Max Goldfarb, 28 years old, of Kiev, 
Russia, told an audience at Sheldon 
Memorial Friday night of present- 
day conditions in the Czar’s land and 
of the progress of the revolutionary 
movement. He is a leader of the 
Jewish Socialists and is known as one 
of the most eloquent of orators in 
Yiddish, the language‘in which he is 
speaking on his American tour. 

Before the address at Sheldon Me- 
morial, Goldfarb gave a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter a,clear outl'ne, in En- 
glish, of his address. Although he 
spoke no English before his arrival 
in this country, three months ago, he 
has acquired a remarkably wide vo- 
cabulary and is rapidly perfecting his 
pronunciation. 

Because he has the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy, from the University of 
Prussels, he is known as Dr. Gold- 
farb. His work at home is that of 
&@ writer and speaker, his newspaper 
connection being with the Zeit, a 
weekly Socialist organ in St. Peters- 
burg. | 

Secialiism Steadily Gaining. 

“The revolutionary movement,” he 
said, “is deeper and stronger than it 
was when it attracted world-wide at- 
tention in 1905. At that time there 
was no Socialist press in Russia. To- 
day there are two Socialist dailies 
in the Russian language and the 
weekly with which I am connected, 
printed in the capital. Fourteen So- 
clalists sit in the Duma. 

“Fine, imprisonment and deporta- 
tion to Siberia are still the lawful 
punishment for advocating Socialist 
doctrine. Sixty per cent of our editors 
are in prison but this does not stop 
the work of the press, as the editors 
who are imprisoned are mostly nomi- 
nal editors—comrades wh» are will- 
ing to go to prison for the sake of 
the cause and who give their names 
to be used as editors, preparing their 
affairs meanwhile for a term in 
prison. 

“Even the conservative press, should 
it chance to print anything offending 
the official class, is liable to punish- 
ment. Not long ago one of the editors 
of the Novoe Vremya, the paper gen- 
erally regarded as a semi-official Gov- 
ernment organ, wag severely punished 
for something which 
paper. 

Governors’ Arbitrary Power. 

‘Not only for writing or speaking in 
behalf of Socialism, but for being a 
member of the Socialist party, one can 
be fined and sent to prison. Every Gov- 
ernor has the right to inflict what is 
known as administrative punishment; 
that is, fine or imprisonment without 
trial before a Judge. This administra- 
tive punishment is limited to a three- 
months jail sentence, or a fine of 500 
roubles ($255), but the Governors alse 
can send men to Siberia. 

‘But it is difficult to preve that a 
person belongs to the Socialist party if 
the person is careful not to have docu- 
ments in his pockets or in his home 
which connect him with the organiza- 
tion. I have twice been arrested and 
have said, ‘Yes, I am a Socialist, but 
prove that I belong to the Socialist 
party.’ And they could not prove it.’ 

Dr. Goldfarb said the ‘‘general strike” 
had proven an effective means of get- 
ting concessions from the Government. 
Last year, he related, the Government 
decided to abolish the Socialist press 
and there was a general strike which 
tiled up business so completely that the 
Government receded from its position. 


Russian Workingmen Aided Jews. 
Last September, he said, as a result 
of the Beiliss trial, the Jewish Socialist 
Bund declared a general strike and the 
Russian workingmen in St. Petersburg 
joined in the strike, thus showing the 
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all favor a Republican, or repre- 
sentative, form of Government. The 
Constitutional Democrats favor a 
monarchy on the English pattern, 
with most of the power in the hands 
of a ministry and Parliament. 

“If we could have a representative 
form of Government and the unlim- 
ited franchise, it could then be de- 
cided whether Socialism or some oth- 
er policy should prevail. If we were 
to adopt a Republican form of Gov- 
ernment, I believe we would improve 
in some respects on the American

In political strikes, Dr. Goldfarb sald, 
there are no strike breakers, although 
in industrial strikes, the strike breaker 
appears, as in this country. Many of 
the employers sympathize with political 
strikes, he said, and make no attempt 
to conduct their business at such a 
time. 

The Beliss trial, he sata, represented 
the Gov>rnment’s attempt to arouse 
anti-Semitic feeling as a means of 
breaking a series of strikes which be- 
gan in the gold fields of Lena, Siberia. 
An encounter between atrikers and sol- 
diery, in which 420 strikers were killed, 
aroused the working classes, he said, 
ao that the Government began an agita- 
tion against the Jews, with the “ritual 
murder” accusation againgt Beiliss as its 
chief feature. 

Although the Beiliss case collapsed, | 
other prosecutions of the same kind 
have been brought, Dr. Goldfard said, 
and tn one, which will come to trial this 
year, the Government charges that a 
Jewish child was the victim of “ritual 
murder.” 

These cases, he sald, show that the 
Government no longer is fighting the 
working class directly, but !s using 
strategy, however clumsy, {n the effort 
to divide the anti-Government forces. 

“Within the last year,” said Dr. 
Goldfarb, “three notable conventions 
of Russians have condemned the 
Government’s policy. The repre- 
sentatives of commercial exchanges, 
meeting in Nijni-Nivgorod, adopted 
resolutions against the Government's 
policy. The convention of munictpal 
efficialis, heli tn Kiev, passed sitm- 
flar resolutions, causing the Govern- 
ment to wk the convention sum- 
marily closed.

URGED TO PREVENT FLOOD 


Memphis Man Suggests Im- 
mense Subsidiary Channel 
From Cairo to the Gulf. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—Before the 
Senate Commerce Committee today, 
considering means of preventing Mis- 
sissippi floods, S. L. Lake of Memphis, 


Tenn., proposed a “double tracking’ of 


the river. 

He would have the Government dig a 
channel from Cairo to the gulf, 110 yards 
wide and 12 feet deep, three miles dis- 
tant from the present river bed. Lake 
declared it would cost $18,000,000 to ac- 
guire land for that purpose. He gave 
no estimate of the cost of construction 
of such a canal. 

Levees, he said, always would be in- 
effectual against floods, as their foun- 
dations always are sandy and the levee 
system is “like trying to drive the Mis-

UL MONOPOLY BILL 
AFTERUS. GIVES IN 


Government Representative Says 
Retaliatory Action Had Not | 
Been Expected. 


STANDARD TO WITHDRAW 


Trust Only Asks Compensation 
for Property and Loss 
of Business. 


a 
BERLIN, March 14.~The decision of 


‘{the United States Government not to 


protest in favor of the Standard Oil 
Co. against the German ojl monopoly 
bill conforms with the expectations of 


the German Government, it was an- 
nounced today. A representative of the 
Government informed the committee in 
charge of the bill in the Imperial Par- 
liament that American retaliatory ac- 
tion might be a deterrent factor against 
the legislation, but asserted he was 
confident this would not occur. 

It is generally understood here that 
the Standard Qil Co. is not asking the 
American Government to protest against 
the German oil monopoly, the establish- 
ment of which {is well within the pre- 
rogative of the German Government. 
The company, however, wishes. the 
American Government to support its 
demand that the German monopoly Dill 
be amended in order to compensate the 
company for its loss of business and 
its investments in Germany. 

The bill promises to compensate the 
Standard Oil Co., but only for the equip- 
ment of its wholesale business estab- 
lished before March, 1912, within the 
customs limits. Nothing is to be given 
for the retailing equipment, which cost 
$2,000,000, or the good will. 

The wording of the bill excludes com- 
pensation for the refinery in the free 
port of Bremen, outside of the customs 
zone Or for the expensive establishment 
at Hamburg, started two years ago. 
Although the United States has not 
protested against the passage of the oil 
monopoly bill, it recently requested a 
postponement of action in the matter, 
pending determination of the American 
standpoint. 

The German Imperial Parliament did 
not pay any heed to this request, but 
continued its discussion of the measure 
in committee. The progress made there 
is very slow, but the ultimate enact- 
ment of the bill appears to be certain, 
although an alternative proposal by the 
Standard Oil Co. to give a guarantee 
not to exceed a specified maximum 
price during the next decade is receiv- 
ing serious consideration.

Declares This Sense Most Com- 
mon in Recalling Places Vis- 
ited by Travelers. 


LAUGHTER GREETS SPEECH 


Author Insists Wood Smoke 
Calls Up Most Intimate and 
Varied Memories. 


LONDON, March 14.—Rudyard Kip- 
ling, in an address to the Royal Geog- 
raphers’ Society at Queen’s Hall, de- 
clared that travel was really appreciat- 
ed by the traveler only as he was able 
to visualize afterward the territory he 
had covered. Kipling said that travel 
now was in its infancy because within 
a few years there would be no place on 
the globe more than one week, or 18 
hours, distant. 

The best travelers, he said, have their 
own code for suggesting various locali- 
ties, but he thought the sense of smell 
was the most common. His remarks on 


smells as related to travelers follow: 

“Let us consider for a while the il- 
Umitable, the fascinating subject of 
smelis in their relation to the traveler.’ 
Here the audience laughed loudly. 

“We shall soon have to exchange them 
for blasts of petrol and atomized casto! 
ofl. Have you noticed wherever a few 
travelers gather together, one or the 
other is sure to say, ‘Do you remember 
that smell at such and such a place?’ 

“Then he may go on to speak of cam- 
el—pure camel—one whiff of which is all 
Arabia; or of the smell of rotten eggs 
at Hitt on the Euphratea where Noah 
got the pitch for the ark; or of the fla- 
vor of drying fish in Burma. Then the 
company begin to purr like cats at va- 
lerian, and, as the books say, conversa- 
tion becomes general 


Wood Smoke First. 

“TI suggest, subject to correction—there 
are only two elementary smelis of uni- 
versal appeal—the smel] of burning fuel 
and the smell of melting grease. The 
smell, that is, of what man cooks his 
food over, and what he cooks hia food 
in. 

“I rank wood smoke first, since it 
calls up more, more Intimate and varied 
memories, over a wider geographical 
range, to a larger number of individ- 
uals than any other agent that we 
know. 

“My powers are limited, but X think I 
would undertake to transport a quarter 
of a million Englishmen to any point 
in South Africa, from the Zambesi to 
Cape Aguilhas, with no more elaborate 
vehicle than a box of matches, a string 
or two of rifle cordite, a broken-up bis- 
cult box and some chips of a creosoted 
railway sleeper, and to land each man 
in the precise spot he had in his mind. 

“And next to wood smoke for wak- 
ing rampant ‘wanderlust’ comes the 
smell of melting grease—such a smell or 
bouquet of smells as one may gather 
outside a London fried-fish shop. Where 
grease is melting, something is being 
cooked, and that means a change from 
tinned food for one night at any rate 
It is an opulent, a kaleidoscopia a 
semitic smell of immense range and va- 
riety of color. 

‘Sometimes it reconstructs big covered 
bazars of well-stocked cities with the 
blue haze hanging in the domes, or it 
resurrects little heavén-sent single stalls 
picked up by the roadside, where one 
can buy penny bottles of sauce or a 
paper of badly needed buttons. 

“It implies camels kneeling to unload 
belts and straps being loosened; con- 
tented camp followers dodging off to 
buy supplies—turmeric, assafetida, curry 
stuffs; men washing their hands in sand 
before dipping them into the greasy 
pewter platters. 


What Would Attract Explorer. 

“And the next gust or surge of it may 
be pure Central Asia—thick and choking 
as butter lamps before a Tibetan shrine 
—a Tibetan shrine, with frost in the air, 
one star on the tip of a mountain, and 

brown-cloaked Bhityali rustling up 

hrough dry maize stalls to sell a 
shicken. 
- “Coming now to smells of particular 
appeal, what would most vividly remind 
a Polar explorer of past experiences? 
I suggest that ether-lMke smell] given off 
by the flame of a big spirit lamp when 
it is fattened out against the heated 
metal cooking plate above—an unmixed 
smell, simple of itself, like Falstaff's 
sack. I should put the limits of this 
appeal roughly as from the seventies to 
either pole. 

“From the seventies the sixties 
runs the desolate smell the stranded 
berg as it piles up reeking with ooze 
gouged off the sea floors. At the six- 
ties and down to Labrador it seems to 
me we reach kindly timber and a sug- 
gestion of meat on the hoof. A little 
lower the appeals thicken and become 
more complex. There is a heart-search- 
ing little motif of five notes—horse, old 
saddlery, coffee, fried bacon ahd tobacco 
(from cut plug to maize-leaf cigarettes) * 
—that can carry a man down from high 
dry camps in the Selkirks, or wet ones 
in the Oregon, down over red, spicy 
dust and dead white dust through the 
scent of sage brush and sharp peppery 
euphorbias, down to the torrid goat- 
scented South, where friend beans, in- 
scented South, where fried beans, in- 
of pulque will pass him on to all the 
foriorn brood of mangrove, foreshore 
and yellow fever stinks, until he leaves 
his horse on the beach, and the tropics 
lift up his heart with the wholesomo 
rasp of sun-baked coral and dried figh. 

“Conceive for a moment a generation 
wholly divorced from all known smells 
of land and sea travel—a generation 
which will climb into and drop down 
from the utterly odorless upper airs, 
unprepared in any one of ite senses for 
the flavor, which is the spirit, of the 
country it descends upon. 

Travels Reveal Real Men. 

“Hitherto our life has only taught us 

to love what we have suffered for or 


man who, over thousands of miles, for 
hundreds of days, through renewed dif- 
ficulties and efforts, has brought them 
without friction, arrogance or dishonoz 
to the victory proposed, or to the higher 
glory of unshaken defeat. 

“It is one of the mysteries of person- 
ality that virtue should go out of cer- 
tain men to uphold—literally to ennoble 
their companions even while their own 
nerves are like live wire, and their own 
mouths are full of the taste of fever 
and fatigue. 

“But what of the future? Into what 
terms will this world-old, foot-proud en- 
ergy of travel translate itself under the 
new conditions? Here is our position. 
Up to the present we have been forced 
to move in two dimensions by the help 
of the three beasts of burden and a 
few live coals in a pot. Now we per- 
colve that we can move in three dimen- 
sions, and the posmbilities of our new 
freedom distract and disturb us in all 
relations. 

“Presently—very presently—we_ shall 
come back and convert 200 miles across 
any part of the earth into its standard- 
ized equivalent, precisely as we convert 
five miles with infantry in column, 19 
with cavalry on the march, 12 in a Cape 
cart, or 50 In a car—that is to say, into 
two hours. And whether there be ons 
desert or a dozen mountain ranges in 
that 200 miles will not affect our time 
table by five minutes. 

“There will arise—they are shaping 
themselves even now—risks to be met 
as cruel as any that Hudson or Scott 
faced; dreams as world-wide as Colum- 
bus or Cecil Rhodes dreamed, to be

OF COLLEGE PRESIDENCY 


Says He Is Not Fitted for Place, 
and Is Contented at New 


Haven. 

WILMINGTON, Del., March 14.— 
Former President Taft will not accept 
the presidency of any university or 
eollege. The former chief executive 
himself made this known in a letter 
that he has just sent to Dr. George 
W. Marshall of Milford, Del., presi- 
dent pro tempore to the Delaware 
Senate, declining a tentative offer to 
become president of Delaware Col- 
lege, Newark, Del., at a salary of 
$5000 a vear. Dr. Marshall is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
college. He and the former Presi- 
dent are friends personally and polit- 
ically, In reply to Dr. Marshall’s let- 
ter Mr. Taft, under date of New Ha- 
ven, says: 

“Tam quite content with my posl- 
tion in New Haven and I could not 
accept the presidency of any univer- 
sity. or college for two reasons, first 
because I am not fitted for it, and sec- 
ond because I have other work in 
which I believe I can do more good.”

White House Denies He’ll Resign | 


Following Marriage to 


President’s Daughter. 


MANY. CONGRATULATIONS 


Fiancee a Baseball ‘‘Fan,’’ Loves 
Tennis, Horses and Dancing, 
and Is a Linguist. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Congratu- 
lations poured in at the White House, 


today, due to the announcement of the 
engagement of. the President’s youngest 
daughter, Miss Eleanor Wilson, and 


Willlam G. McAdoo, Secretary of. the: 


Treasury. Many of Miss’ Wilson’s 
friends called in person to deliver their 
felicitations. 

The Wilson family is silent as to the 
date of the wedding and the kind of 
ceremony. It is generally believed, how- 
ever, that the marriage will be at the 
White House early in the summer. 

The belief also is that the wedding 
will be private, though ‘‘private’’ does 
not mean th-t it will not be an elabo- 
rate society function. The marriage of 
Miss Jessie \vilson to Francis Bowes 
Sayre was private, but nevertheless it 
was attended by hundreds from official 
anda social circles. 

A rumor that Secretary McAdoo 
rlanned to retire from the President’s 
Cabinet after he becomes son-in-law to 
the Chief Executive was discredited at 
the White House. If he should resign, 
however, it is not believed he will do 
s0 before the work of organizing the 
Federal reserve system is completed. 

The most important thing that could 
happen, asid>, of course, from the wed- 
ding itself, resulted today. It was the 
bringing to light of the beautiful en- 
gagement ring. Someone who actually 
saw.,it on the slender finger of the 
bride-elect declares it to be a diamond 
of fully three karats, lustrous white and 
without a flaw. It is of old-fashioned 
crown style, with. chasing o* exquisite 
workmanship, The inscription is known 
only to the engraver, the fiance, the 
family and close friends. 

In Public Eye Sinee NOvember. 
‘The first bit of rumor in regard to the 
attentions: shown by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, William Gibbs McA4oo. to 
the youngest daughter of the President 
and .Mrs. Wilson, began to. circulate 
among the members of the official cir- 
cles of Washington society about the 
time of the wedding of Miss Jessie 
Woodrow Wilson to Francis Bowes 
Sayre, last November. When entertain- 
ments were given for the bridal couple, 
Secretary McAdoo was included amonz 
the guests, especially when it was a 
dancing. party. His partner for the 
greatest number of dances was Miss 
Eleanor Randolph Wilson. This caused 
some comment. 

Now those who attended the Wilson- 
Sayre wedding remember that it was 
Secretary McAdoo who was among the 
very first of the guests to dance in the 
east room after the reception, and they 
also remember that, after the first 
dance, which was with one of the Misses 
Burleson, he sat down to rest upon the 
altar where Mr. and Mrs. Sayre had 
just been pronounced man and wife, and 
some persons say that settled things 
with Mr. McAdoo. He could not escape 
being a bridegroom after sitting on 
that altar. It would seem now that if 
the wedding of Miss Eleanor Wilson and 
Mr. McAdoo takes place in the east 
room, the demand for seats on the foot 
of the altar will be very great. 

Story Told of Lost Letter. 

It has been told that a letter lost by 
one of the members of the President’s 
family containing the news of the forth- 
coming engagement of Miss Eleanor 
Wilson and Secretary McAdoo was the 
basis of the persistent rumor. It 1s 
also said that it was said in the same 
letter the rumor if Miss Margaret Wil- 
son’s engagement to Boyd Fisher of 
Princeton, N. J., was soon to be con- 
firmed. According to this letter, both 
of the weddings were planned to take 
place in the White House within the 
year and certainly within the adminis- 
tration. 

During the year that the President 
and his family have lived at the White 
House, Miss Eleanor Wilson has prob- 
ably taken a more active part in society 
at the national capita) than any other 
member of the, family, and she has 
made a large circle of friends. She is 
not a college graduate and has not 
taken the interest in the more serious 
pursuits of life which occupied the 
greater part of the time of her two 
sisters. She is fond of tennis, horse- 
back riding, motoring and dancing and 
her greatest accomplishment is in wa- 
ter color painting. The girls with whom 
Miss Wilson has associated most inti- 
mately in Washington say that she 
frankly admitted her admiration for Mr.

U. 9. WON'T PRESS 
PARDON REQUES! 
FOR VAN SIGKLER 


Honduras President Would Like 
to Grant Favor, but Feels It 
Would Embarrass Him. 


——. 


WASHINGTON, March 14. The 
State Department will not press its 
request that the Government of Hon- 
duras pardon Courtlandt B. Van 
Sickler, the young St. Louisan who 
has served less than two years of a 
six-year term in a Honduras prison 
for the killing of F. P. Shaw. 

This means that the efforts of sev- 
eral hundred St. Louisans and of the 
Spanish War Veterans throughout 
the country to obtain Van Sickler’s 
release, have been unavailing, and 
that in all probability he will have 
to serve his term. This term was, 
however, reduced some tiine ago from 
12 years to six years, in view of the 
American petitions in the prisoner's 
behal?. 

Last November, after Joseph W. 
Folk, then solicitor of the State De- 
partment. had investigated the case, 
Secretary Bryan made a tentative in- 
quiry of the Honduran Government, 
through the American minister at 
Tegucigalpa as te the Van Sickler 
case and whether a pardon would be 
granted if this Government. should 
ask for it. 

Department's Attitude. 

Today the department made public 
the substance of a dispatch from the 
Minister, John Ewing. Minister Hwing 
stated that he took the matter up with 
the President of Honduras, and that 
the President told him that, if such a 
request were presented by the United 
States, he would feel that he ought to 
grant it, as a matter of friendship to 
this Government. But the President 
added he hoped the request would not 
be presented, as it would embarrasg his 
Government. 

In considering Ewing's report, the de- 
partment took into account the fact 
that when an American citizen is killed 
by a Centra] American native, full repa.- 
ration is demanded by this Govern- 
ment. To ask leniency in the case of 
one American who killed another would, 
it is felt, weaken this Government in 
dealing with such cases in future. There- 
fore, it was decided that it would he 
inexpedient to make any further re- 
suest of the Honduran Government re- 
garding Van Sickler. 

Records in the Case. 

The records, according to the State 
Department version, show that Van 
Sickler shot Shaw, who was sent to 
Honduras by the firm for which they 
both worked, to check up Van Sickler’s 
work. The testimony, it Is understood 
here, showed that Van Sickler thought 
Shaw was trying to supercede him. 

Courtlandt’ B. Van Sickler was 
brought up in St. Louls, and ts a broth- 
er of Miss Florence Van Sickler of 5613 
Von Versen avenue. He served in the 
Spanish-American War, lived in Cen- 
tral America several years, and married 
Miss Marie Riplinger, daughter of John 
Riplinger, a New Orleans fruit trader.

Argentine Warship Slightly Dam- 
aged by Discharge of Her 
Eighteen Guns. 


BOSTON, Mass., March 14—Firing 
what is said to be the greatest salvo 
of big guns ever discharged from a 
battleship, the Argentine  dread- 
nought, Rivadavia, today completed 
the trials demanded by the construc- 
tion contract. Every requirement was 
fulfilled. her builders announced. 

The salvo was delivered in one 
broadside, twelve 12-inch guns and 
six 6-inch guns were trained from 
the port side of the sea fighter as she 
lay off Cape Cod. The guns were dis- 
charged by the pressure of a single 
button. 

Glass was broken, notwithstanding 
special copper shutters, and minor 
fittings were displaced, but the struc- 
ture, it was declared, stovud firmly 
under the strain. The test was re- 
peated without causing any unex- 
pected damage. 

The gunners had rubber between 
their teeth and cotton in their ears 
to ease the jar. It was estimated the 
12-inch guns carried their projec- 
tiles 18 miles.

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TELLS HUW INSIDE 
"TOUAPE” WAS IN 
REALITY A TRAP 


F. Ww. Williams of ” New York, a 
a7 dealer, who was a lodger at 
the Missouri Athletic Club last Sun- 
day night, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday how he was, as he 
believes, the last person to escape 
by the inside ‘stairway, in which, it 
has been shown, John J. Ratz and at 
least one other lost their lives. 

The finding of Ratz’s body at the foot 
of the so-called interior escape, and of 
another body at the fourth-floor level, 
showed that it was a makeshift affair, 
which failed as soon as it was subjected 
to the test of fire. 

The corrugated iron covering soon 
withered in the heat, and the passage- 
way became a flue for the ascending 


flames, while bricks and timbers show-} 


ered into it from above. Modern rules 
of safety construction would have re- 
quired that it be made of concrete and 
fireproof tile, separate from the walls 
of the main building, and lined with 
steel, and that it have no openings 
through which the outer air could enter. 
Steel sliding doors at the bottom, clos- 
ing automatically, would have complet- 
ed the safety program. 

Instead, the M. A. C. interior escape 
had swinging wooden doors at each 
floor, windows at every floor level, and 
no safety closing device anywhere, 

Williams, who has been at the 
American Hotel Annex since the fire, 
credits Manager Magill of the M. A. 
Cc. and Mrs. Magill with saving his 
life. 

He was in room 19 on the fifth 
floor. He was awakened by Mrs. Ma- 
gill’'s pounding on his door. He later 
learned that she had to call him 
twice. 

“I turned on the light in my room,” 
he said, “and put on my trousers ang 
shoes, coat and vest. Everything 
seemed the same, and [I didn’t feel 
in very much of a hurry, though I 
did leave off my shirt. 

“But when I opened my door, the 
light went out and I was groping in 
the darkness. I thought IT knew the 
way to the exit, but I got confused 
and started wrong, anid Magill, who 
heard me i floundering around, 
grabbed my hand and pulled me to 
the inclosed fire escape. 

“IT followed him down the stairs, 
his wife going ahead. The smoke 
blinded me, and I could hardly 
breathe. Then things began falling 
around us, and before I got to the 
third floor landing, something hit me 
a stunning blow on the head. 

“That was the last I could remem- 
ber. How I got past the third floor, 
where the fire was, and down the 
rest of the way, I have no remem- 
brance.. I found myself at the rear 
of the first floor, dazed and hesi- 
tating. Then the fireman ran in ani 
the others hurried me out into the 
strect. As I got outside I saw flames, 
it seemed to me, coming from every 
windoyr.”

the witnesses summoned are Manager 
Magill and Mrs. Magill, Bridget Mans- 


field, linen room girl; Frank Osner, 
the head waiter; Harry Davidson, the 
night watchman; Joe Speria, scrub- 
man in the kitchen, and Jack Reisin- 
ger, the night clerk. Other employes, 
whose names the Coroner has not 
learned, are being sought as wit- 
nesses. 

At yesterday’s session of the in- 
quest five witnesses were examined. 
The most dramatic account of the fire 
was given by Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Bishop, who had a room on 
the sixth floor and fled down a spiral 
fire escape at the southwest corner 
of the building, on the Washington 
avenue side. 

Bishop said he had been out and 
returned to the club between 11 p. m 
and midnight. He noticed parties of 
men and women going to and coming 
from the dining room, but that was 
not unusual at that hour. Bishop said 
that he went to his room and re- 
moved his outer clothing, except his 
shoes and stockings, put on his pa- 
jamas and read a book for nearly an 
hour. He went to the toilet room 
where he met a friend, L. L. Leonard, 
and a man named Bloom. 


Sees Light of Fire. 

As he returned to his room he met 
the watchman in the corridor and 
knew that he was making his ! 
o’clock rounds. He sat down to read 
again. After a time he looked up 
and saw a light which he thought 
was made by the temporary lighting 
equipment sometimes used by United 
Railways track repairers. 

Then he heard a shriek and, going 
to his window, he saw the reflection 
of fire in the windows of the Kennard 
store, across the street. At first he 
thought Kennard’s was burning. 

Stepping out on the fire escape 
landing he saw flames coming from 
the three windows nearest Fourth 
street on the third floor, where the 
dining room was. He heard the:tele- 
phone in his room ring and answered 
it, but received no reply. Then he 
heard telephone bells ringing. in other 
rooms. 

He dressed, took his watch from the 
beq and stepped out on the fire es- 
cape. At that time flames were com- 
ing from windows of rooms above the 
third floor. Two streams of water 
struck near him and he wondered why 
the firemen were playing the hose 
there instead of at the east end of the 
building, where the fire was. He had 
an indistinct recollection that he 
braced his arms on the railings of the 
spiral fire escape and slid to the 
street. He stood there wondering how 
the fire spread so rapidly from the 
third floor to the gymnasium on the 
seventh floor. 

Did Not Recognize Mrs. Magill. 

Bishop said he saw Mrs. Magill car- 
ried out of the building. In his ex- 
citement he did not recognize her at 
the time, but later he spoke to her. 
He saw @ woman on the sidewalk ap- 
parently trying to get to the club en- 
trance. The thought struck him she 
was looking for some one. Later he 
went to the Hotel St. Regis. 

Claude W. Gignoux of 3664 Page av- 
enue tolq of being in the grill room 
on the first floor of the club when he 
heard a shrill cry of fire. He and 
others attempted to run a passenger 
elevator to the upper floors but flames 
and smoke forced them to stop at the 
third floor and reverse the elevator. 

Dr. P. D. Connolly of 2556 North 
Grand avenue and A. L. Schweltzer of 
1937 Lami street corroborated Gig- 
noux’s testimony. 

Louis Chevdlier, chef of the club, 
testified that everything was all right 
in the kitchen when he started home 
at 10:30 p. m.

OLYMPIC CRITICISE 


“Worst There Is,” Says Fire Captain’s Report 
on Hotel, Calling Attention to Inflammable Ma- 
terial in Basement and Wood Construction— 
“Hard to Get People Out of Olympic in Case 


of Fire.”’ 


Fire captains and lieutenants inspecting hotels, theaters and 
buildings throughout St. Louis in compliance with a request from 
the Municipal Assembly Investigation Committee, filed with Chief 
Swingley yesterday reports on several more buildings, which, they 


gaid, they found to be unsafe. 


One of the reports, signed by Capt. Charles J. Frimuth of En- 
gine Co. No. 50, and Capt. George R. Ward of Hook and Ladder 
Co. No. 19, covers the Buckingham Annex, at King’s highway and 
(West Pine boulevard, which is operated in connection with the 
Buckingham Hotel, and describes it as ‘‘a fire trap—worst there is.’’ 


The reports are made on printed, 


forms, blanks after each question or 
ftatement being filled in by the in- 
westigator to complete the report. At 
the bottom of the form a space is 
Jeft in which to write comment upon 
the inspection and summarize the re- 
port. In some instances separate 
“written reports accompanied the reg- 
@lar form. Following is the report 
@n the Buckingham Annex, as filled 

im by the investigators: 7 

“Four-story brick, with basement; 

rway not inclosed; no fire walls; 
© ladder to roof from top floor; two 
wievators, with fire doors at en- 
@rances; no standpipe, no automatic 
Rprinkler; two or three gallons of 
@il in basement; mattresses and old 
@hairs stored under main entrance’ 
irway, which is of wood, ani in 
sement.” 
“Fire Trap—W0Orst There Is.” 

In the summary the report says: 
"We find conditions most alarming. 
fhe basement has wooden partitions 
and the construction of the building 
is bad. The nearest fire alarm box 
fs at Euclid avenue and West Pine 
boulevard, a long block away. A 
fire trap—the worst there is.” 

T. J. Darcey last night declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Building 
Commissioner McKelvey had the build- 
ing inspected 15 days ago and approved 
it with one suggestion that the red 
lights set up at approaches to fire es- 
capes be changed to designate the stair- 
This, Darcey said, had been done. 
He said that the hotel, although not 
fireproof, was as safe as any hotel of 
iis kind in the country, and safer than 
some. | 

He asserted the report was not entire- 
ly correct, that the investigators were 
mistaken about there being no ladders 
from the top floor to the roof. He said 
the stairways and escapes were unob- 
g#tructed. The halls, he said, were wide 
and provided with two or three extin- 
guishers om each floor. He said no 
refuse was permitted to accumulate any- 
where, that a night watchman was em- 
ployed to make his rounds“and ring in 
every hour and that there was an alarm 
box and Laclede avenue and King’s 
bighway, a short block away. 

The Olympic Theater is covered in a 
Feport by Capt. James Ogulin of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 4. It is de- 
gcribed as follows: “Not a fireproof 
building; seats 2400; only one fire es- 
tape on west side, from balcony to al- 
fey, and one from Sallery to alley; stairs

The Olympic Theater is in the same 
building as the St. James Hotel, which 
fwas reported as unsafe to be used as a 
hotel in a report by Lieut.

The records of the fire and build- 
ing departments speak for themselves.” 

Sanford said they were operating the 
theater in compliance with the build- 
ing laws and would continue to do so. 

Capt. John F. O'Donnell of Hook and 
Ladder Co. No. 18 reported Forest 
Park University, at Clayton avenue and 
Dillon street, as unsafe. The building is 
described as follows: ‘“‘Three-story brick 
and stone, slate and wood structure; 
four fire escapes; one escape in south- 
east center is obstructed with wire 
screen on first. floor,. to prevent bur- 
glars from entering.”’ 

A separate written report states that 
a “fire escape on second floor in same 
section of the building also is obstruct- 
ed with a wire screen, and there is rub- 
bish in the east and west -parts of the 
basement and old bedding in the attic.”’ 

The report is certified to by Minnie 
Ix. Lane, secretary of the university. It 
is filled in in pencil writing, with the 
exception of her signature, and the 
words, ‘‘to prevent burglars from enter- 
ing,’’ which are in ink. 

Capt. O’Donnel also filed a report cov- 
ering the Highlands Retreat Hotel and 
saloon, at Clayton avenue and Graham 
street, as follows: 

“Three-story frame, with basement; 
ro fire walls, no ladders to roof; no 
standpipes in or out of building; no 
sprinklers; ropes for fire escapes; stair- 
way to third floor very narrow; stoves 
to heat rooms and hallways; pipe from 
hall stove goes through wooden par- 
tition on third floor; two extinguishers 
in halls on second and third floors.”’ 
The report carries no comment on the 
conditions. 

A report on the Memorial Home, 2609 
South Grand ayenue, was filed, as fol- 
lows: ' 

“Three-story brick; no fire shutters; 
no standpipes or automatic sprinklers; 
ali windows in basement barred where 
help sleeps; doors open to inside; 110 
old men and women in this building; all 
stairways of wood.” 

Concordia Seminary Inspected. 

Concordia Seminary, 3669 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, is covered in another 
report, as follows: 

“Four-story and basement building; 200 
by 60 feet. wide halls, fourth floor used 
for storage of trunks; second and third 
floors used for sleeping quarters for 
276 students; standpipes in first, second 
and third floor halls; one fire escape at 
south end of building and one at north- 
west end, both impaired by rust, and 
not in best condition; fire bell in west 
corner of second floor; building not fire- 
proof.”’ : 

Chief Swingley announced yesterday 
at noon that no further reports would 
be made public until the inspection was 
completed, when the reports would be 
submitted to the joint committee of the 
Municipal Assembly investigating the 
M. A. C. fire, which could make them 
public if it desired. He said he feared 
publicity might deter investigators from 
giving unreserved reports. 


“LAW PERMITS 
UNSAFE PLACES” 


McKelvey Classes Olympic, 
Standard, LaSalle, Columbia 
and Odeon as Dangerous. 


Building Commissioner McKelvey 
when asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter what the records of his office 
showed in regard to those places 
reported in the #¥re Department in- 
spection, propounded the question: 

“What is.a fire trap? 

“The fire captains never tell you 
what a fire trap is. I wish some of 
them could prescribe a remedy for 
one, The law does not define a fire 
trap. The law permits three classes 
of buildings. <A building built of 
eoncrete oor other wuninflammable 
material, fs In the first class. Then 
we have designated a second class, 
or slow combustion building. The 
law also permits buildings of the 
third class, buildings of jotst con- 
struction with wooden floors. 

Eseapes for Four Stories. 

“Many of our cheap lodging houses 
and a good many West End hotels are 
of this class. If the building is only 
three stories high no fire escapes are 
required. The owner of such a build- 
ing may provide ropes for inmates 
to escape in case of fire. If such a 
building is four stories high, fire es- 
capes are required. 

“In the case of the Buckingham 
Annex, which Fire Captains Frimuth 
and Ward complain of, it is true that 
it is a building of the third class. 
But I have no authority to close such 
a hotel. I don't believe there is any 
law that could do so. It is true the 
people who live in buildings of this 
construction take great risks. 

“All that the building department can 
do is to see that proper precautions 
are taken for the safety %f persons 
in the buildings in case of etoergency. 
We may require fire escapes, ropes,

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time of danger. I must say that I 
have found owners of buildings quite 
obliging in complying with these re- 
quirements upon request. I ecannot 
say, however, that they do any more 
than they have to. In fact, nearly all 
would prefer doing a little less. 
have never known one to heed a sug- 
gestion for  safety’s sake that he 
could possibly get out of. 

Inspectors Alwars “on Job.” 

“I don’t know when the last in- 
spection of the Buckingham Annex 
took place without consulting the 
records, but I am sure it passed 
muster, as my hotel inspectors are 
constantly on the job. Two men are 
constantly making the rounds of ho- 
tels and lodging houses. A trip 
around requires about a month. Now 
as to furniture, bedding and mat- 
tresses being in the cellars of hotels, 
[ am aware of that. I can't stop it. 
This character of material is always 
stored in hotel basements. Beds and 
bedding are constantly being shifted 
from rooms of guests to storing 
places, and the storing places are 
usually in the cellars. 


“I know, too, that some of the 
theaters are dangerous places, The 
Olympic Theater is not the only one. 
I would class the Standard, the Lu 
Salle, Columbia and the Odeon as 
third-class structures, They are 
permitted under the building code. 
They are of joist construction and 
have wooden floors, which are very 
dangerous structures when large 
crowds of people frequent them. 

“I have paid strictest attention to 
them, and the management of these 
houses have, at my request,. done 
their best to' keep them very clean. | 
have required each of thease theaters 
to coat all wood with a coat of fire- 
proof paint at the commencement of 
every season.

Articles Tentatively Adopted Are 
Printed in Book Form for 
Distribution. 


CRITICISM IS INVITED 


Features Include Direct Legisla- 
tion Machinery, Civil Service 
and Single House. 


In a book of 108 pages, divided in- 
to 23 chapters or articles. the pro- 
posed new city charter, now nearing 
completion, has been printed for the 
Freeholders and by them distributed 
where it may receive helpful criti- 
cism. Secretary Wilbur B. Jones 
notes on the pamphiet’s cover: 

“This @raft is not final, but is the 
compilation of the several articles 
tentatively adopted to date to facill- 
tate the work of the committee and 
the entire board in revision.”

| June of this year, be submitted to 


the voters for their approval. It 
creates a much more highly central- 
ized and responsible government than 
St. Louis now possesses. 

The Mayor will be paid $10,000 a 
year, instead of $5000 as at present, 
and will wield very much larger 
authority than he now does. 

The Municipal Assembly will be 
cut from two houses to one. The 
Council is abolished. There will be 
as now, a Board of Aldermen, 28 in 
number, all elected at large but only 
one from each ward. But this Board 
of Aldermen will possess very much 
less authority than the Municipal 
Assembly now exercises. 

“Power of the Purse.” 

The “power of the purse” will be 
held by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. On this board will 
be the Mayor, the Comptroller and 
the president of the Board of Aldeér- 
men—representing respectively the 
executive, the fiscal and the legisla- 
tive branches of the government. It 
is provided that: 

“The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tlonment shall annually submit to the 
Board of Alderman a bill appropriat- 
ing the amounts deemed necessary for 
the use of each department for the cur- 
rent year, and a bill fixing the tax 
rate for the current year. All appro- 
priations shall be specific and in detail 
and be segregated according to the func- 
tions or kinds of work for which the 
money is granted. The Board of Alder- 
men shall immediately proceed to the 
consideration of said bills, and shall 
meet from day to day until they are 
finally acted upon. IT MAY REDUCE 
THE AMOUNT OF ANY ITEM AS 
FIXED IN SUCH APPROPRIATION 
BILL, except amounts fixed by statute 
or inserted by said Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment for the payment of 
interest or principle of the city debt or 
for meeting any ordinance obligations, 
BUT IT MAY NOT INCREASE SUCH 
AMOUNTS NOR INSERT ANY NEW 
ITEMS. The bills above provided for 
shall go into effect immediately upon 
being signed by the Mayor or adopted 
over his veto.’’ Also: 

“Negotiable bonds of the city may 
be issued and sold on the credit of the 
city in such forms and amounts and for 
such purposes, not prohibited by law, 
as may be provided for by ordinance 
RECOMMENDED BY THE BOARD OF 
ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT,” 
ete. And: 

“The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment shall administer the sinking 
funds,”’ etc. 

The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is borrowed from New York 
City’s plan of government, in which the 
Mayor and the heads of the several bor- 
oughs constitute a like board. 

Conspicuous New Features, 

Besides this, the conspicuously new 
features embodied in the proposed char- 
ter are: 

1. Assumption by the city of au- 
thority to buy or build, own and op- 
erate public utilities of every char- 
acter, and to pay for them cither by 
issuing bonds against the credit of 
the city as a whole, or bv issuing 
bonds upon the properties so to be 
built or bought, or by both methods 
jointly. 

2. Enlargement of authority to cre- 
ate local improvement districts, for 
all kinds of improvements, and to 
assess against benefited property 
within such districts the cost of im- 
provements to be made within those 
districts. 

38. Establishment of 1. complete 
working machinery for direct legis- 
lation supplementary to representa- 
tive legislation, by means vf the in- 
itiative, referendum and recall. 

4, Creation of a civil service board 
under the title, Efficiency Commis- 
sion, with authority to apply the 
merit test to all except the chief ex- 
ecutive posts under the government. 

5. Enlarged recognition of a mod- 
ern city’s obligation to stand ina 
paternal relation to its less fortu- 
nate citizens, for their own and the 
community’s welfare. Embodied in 
the creation of a Department of Pub.- 
lic Welfare. 

6. Provision—to be utilized when 

changes in the State Constitution ana 
statutes permit—for bringing the ex- 
cise, police and election functions un- 
der municipal control; for the elec- 
tion of aldermen by their respective 
wards instead of by the city at large; 
for the adoption of nonpari'san nomi- 
nations and preferential votire. 
7. Creation of a Complaint Com- 
mission, with an office and secretary 
at the city hall, to whom citizens may 
go with complaints about city gov- 
ernment or the public utilities. It is 
made the duty of this commission te 
report these complaints to the proper 
city or State authorities with rec- 
ommendations for any act'on which 
may seem advisable. 

Government Grand Divisions. 
The grand divisions of the govern- 
ment, under the proposed charter, 
will be the following; 

Executive: Mayor, directors of five 
city departments which will collect- 
ively constitute the Board of Public 
Improvements; a deputy director of 
each department; commissioners 
managing the several divisions of 
each department. 

Legislative.—The Board of Alder- 
men, limited by the Mayor’s veto 
power, by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment’s supreme control of 
city finances, and by certain express 
provisions elsewhere written into the 
charter. 

Financial,—-The Comptroller, head- 
ing these divisions, each with its 
chief and deputies: Assessment, in- 
cluding a Board of Equalization; Col- 


have charge of city printing and 
through which supplies for all city 
departments must be purchased, with 
due safeguards against waste or 
graft; Board of Standardization, co- 
operating with the Supply division; 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, technically alloted to the De- 
partment of Finance, as a mere di- 
vision or subdivision, although with 
absolute certainty destined to exercise 
controlling authority In the city gov- 
ernment as a whole. 

Law.-—City Counselor; six asso- 
elate counselors; City Marshal: two 
Police Justices; one police clerk and 
deputies as needed. 
Administrative—Board of Public 
Improvements, consisting of the five 
public service departments, (a) 


divisions of health, hospitals and 
charitable institutions, parks and re- 
creation, charities and corrections, 
research and: publicity, legal aid, 
municipal lodging house, free em- 
ployment bureau, complaint commis- 
sion, Mullanphy Board, Board of 
Parole and Probation, Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, City Art Museum; 
(e) Public Safety, including divisions 
of police, excise, fire and fire preven- 
tion, weights and measures, building 
and inspection, street lighting. 
Merit System.—The Efficiency Com- 
mission, consisting of three members 
to be appointed by the Mayor, and 
of whom “no more than two shall

Each such department director will 
be paid “not less than $8000 per year,” 
Each director will appoint his deputy. 
who will be paid “not less than $6000 
a year,” and the cémmissioners of the 
several divisions in his department.

The only elective officers will be 
the Mayor, the Comptroller, the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen and 
the 28 Aldermen, of whom 14 will be 
elected in 1915 with the President of 
the Board of Aldermen, and 14 In 1917 
with the Mayor and Comptroller. 
Thereafter one-half of the 28 Alder- 
men will be elected every two years.

RUSSIA SWEPT 
BY TIDAL WAVE 


1000 Reported Dead in One 
Province With Loss of 
Life in Others. 


EKATINODAR, Russia, March ‘14.— 
The towns of Stanitza and Achtyr- 
skaja were inundated by a tidal wave 
from the Séa of Azov today. The 
wave struck the towns during a vio- 
lent hurricane which swept the prov- 
ince of Kuban, and some estimates 
Place the loss of life as high as 
1000. e 
More than 150 persons also are re- 
ported drowned in floods in Yazen- 
kaja. 

A dam collapsed at Temryuk, on 
the Taman Pentnsular, 98 mileg 
northwest of this city, flooding the 
greater part of the city and drown- 
ing many persons. The sea washed 
away 380 buildings in Achtyrskaja. 

Temryuk is a historic town with a 
population of 16,000. It once was the 
seat of the Turkish fortress Adass.

or the other salaries of the rank and 
file. 


Comptrolier’s Salary $8000. 

The Mayor, as stated, is to get $10,000 
a year, the Comptroller $8000, the Presi- 
dent of the Board. of Aldermen $3000, 
each Alderman $1800, each director of 
an administrative department “not less 
than $8000’; each deputy director “not 
1688 than $5000;”" the Assessor, Treasurer 
and Supply Commissioner each ‘not less 
than $5000."" No provision is yet made 
for paying the Coilector—probably an 
oversight. The City Counselor will get 
“not less than $6000," four of his as- 
sociates each “‘not less than $4200” and 
two associates “‘not less than $3000.” 
The Marshal is to have ‘‘not less than 
$3000’; each police justice ‘‘not less than 
$3000," the police clerk “not less than 
$2400," and each of his deputy clerks 
‘“‘not less than $1800.’’ No provision 
being made for payment of the three 
members of the Efficiency Commission, 
it is presumed they are expected to 
serve without salary. It is provided 
that salaries of their secretary and 
other subordinates shall be fixed by the 
Efficiency Commission. 


The service of the city is divided into 
the unclassified and the classified di- 
visions. The Efficiency Commission 
with exceptions noted above, will have 
jurisdiction only over the classified di- 
vision. This division includes ‘‘all po- 
sitions not specifically included by this 
charter in the unclassified service.” 


These unclassified positions include: 
(a) All officers elected by the people; 
(b) all heads of departments (and divi- 
sions?); (c) the members of all boards 
or commissions appointed by-the Mayor, 
or serving without compensation, how- 
ever appointed; (d) one secretary, depu- 
ty or assistant, and one stenographer 
for each officer (or board?) in the un- 
classified service, who are or may be 
provided by ordinance with such sub- 
ordinates; (e) all officers of the legisla- 
tive body; (f) surgeons, physicians or 
other ey serving in a consulting 
or other Capacity and without compen- 
sation; (g) in addition to the above, on 
the unanimous vote of the commission, 
there may be included in the unclassi- 
fied service such other offices or posi- 
tions, in emergencies, requiring pe- 
culiar and exceptional qualifications of 
a scientific, mechanical, professional or 
educational character as may be or- 
dered by the rules of the commission. 

Efficiency Commission, 

The Efficiency Commission seems 
a very frail and timid first attempt: 
to substitute the merit system for 
spoils politics, in view of this pro- 
vision: 

“Sec. 6. The appointing officer may 
suspend or dismiss or reduce in rank 
or compensation any employe under 
him with ~rc without cause. Should 
the employe thus affected request it, 
the employing officer shall furuish 
him with a written statement of the 
reason or reasons therefor, and the 
a copy thereof with the Efficiency 
Commission.” 

That paragraph will effectually 
prevent any man of sense from qual- 
ifying himself for a career in the 
classified municipal service, because 
it informs him he will be at the 
mercy of his superior officer's whim, 
subject to reduction or dismissal 
“with or without cause.” 

The recall of any official is made dif- 
ficult. <A petition for a recall election 
must be signed by 20 per cent of the 
registered voters in each of at least two- 
thirds of the 28 wards; Only elective 
officers—Mayor, Comptroller, President 
and members of the Board of Aldermen, 
are subject to recall. No petition can 
ask for the recall of more than one of- 
ficer. The only issue in a recall elec- 
tion is the recall of an officer: his suc- 
cessor must be chosen at another elec- 
tion. No officer is subject to recall 
within six months after taking office, 
or within six months of the expiration 
of his term, or within six months after 
a previous effort to recall him shall have 
been defeated by the people. A majority 
of votes cast determines recall elec-

BY SUFRAGETTES 


Six Women Who Smash Win- 
dows Each Get Two Months’ 
Sentence. 


LONDON, March 14.—A detachment of 
militant suffragists, armed with hatch- 
ets and hammers, smashed every pane 
of glass on the ground floor of the resi- 
dence of Reginald McKenna, Home Sec- 
retary, in Smith Square, Westminster, 
today. 

The six women arrived in the square 
in an automobile and took by surprise 
the policemen on guard. All of those 
who took part in the attack were ar- 
rested, however, as they were leaving. 
Secretary McKenna left town for tha 
week-end yesterday. 

The six women were later arraigned 
at ‘Westminster Police Court, and each 
sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labor. 

One of the prisoners, who gave the 
rame of Boadicea, said in court: 

“IT wouldn’t have given much for him 
—Mr. McKenna—if we had got inside.” 


Conviction of Militant in Two Days 
Shows Swiftness of Courts, 

LONDON, March 14.~The trial and 
conviction of May Richardson, the suf- 
fragette, who slashed the Velasquez 
picture known as the ‘‘Rokeby Venus,” 
in the National Gallery, is a striking 
example of the swiftness of criminal 
procedure in this country, where other 
things are apt te be so slow. 

The outrage was committed at 10 
o’clock on Tuesday morning. Miss Rich- 
ardson was brought straight to the Po- 
lice Court, where, after a hearing last- 
ing an hour, she was committed for 
tvial before a jury at the London Ses- 
vions. On Thursday she was arraigned 
at the Session and in two hours con- 
victed and sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment. 


CHICAGO WOMAN WHO 
KILLED HUSBAND. FREED 


Mrs. Louise Van Keuren Con- 
tended She Mistook Estranged 
Husband for a Burglar. 
CHICAGO, March 14.—Mrs. Louise Van 
Keuren, who has been on trial here for 
shooting and killing her husband, John 


B. Van Keuren, last June, was found 
not guilty of murder by a jury today. 
Mrs. Van Kewren’s defense was that 
she mistook him for a burglar. 

Van Keuren, who had been separated 
from his wife, Was a hardware dealer 
on the South Side. The prosecution in- 
troduced evidence that Mrs. Van Keu- 
ren had’ been receiving the attentions of 
George Penrose, a jyeweler, whose place 
of business was near that of Van Keu- 
ren. Penrose was a co-defendant with 
Mrs. Van Keuren, but the Judge took 
his case from the jury and ordered him 
discharged. 

Van Keuren was shot down as he at- 
tempted to break into the flat his wife 
was occupying. He had come, to the 
place. with a.private detective who had 
trailed Penrose to the flat. The jury 
was out less than an hour and took 


but one ballot.

Train Enroute From Omaha to

unidentified woman was killed and 
more than 30 other persons injured, 
several probably fatally, when two 
coaches of a ‘passenger train on the 
Chicago, St Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha Railroad left the rails and 
rolled down an embankment at Men- 
dota, Minn., tonight. The first part 
of the train remained on the tracks 
and proceeded to St. Paul with the 
dead and injured. 

The train left Omaha for St. Paul 
early this morning. After passing 
the station at Mendota, two coaches 
in the middle of the train broke 
from the other coaches and toppled 
over. One of them stood almost up-. 
right, throwing the passengers to the 
end of the coach. Hardly a passenger 
in this coach escaped injury. 

The cause of the accident has not 
been determined.

Rumors that arrests of other promi- 
nent men would follow were current to- 
night. 


SHOT AT SPELLING BEE 


GUTHRIE, Ok., March 14.—At a town- 
ship spelling “‘bee’’ at Marshall, near 
here today, Ray Blanchard, 18 years old, 
and Arlie Nurse, 17 years old, quarreled 
over the spelling of the word ‘“Con- 
stantinople.”’ 

A general fight among spectators fol- 
lowed, during which Nurse was shot 
with a‘ target rifle and seriously wound- 
ed. Blanchard denies he did the shoot- 


ing.

Speech on Canal and Monroe 
Doctrine Frequently Inter- 
rupted by Laughter.

LONDON, March 14.—A verbatim re- 
port of the speech delivered’ Wednes- 
day night by~ Ambassador Walter 
Hines Page before the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, which, refer- 
ring to the Monroe Doctrine and the 
Panama Canal, resulted in a demand 
by the United States Senate that Am- 
bassador Page furnish a copy of his 
remarks through Secretary of State 
Bryan, has been obtained by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent. The two criti- 
cised passages run as follows: 

“I will not say that we have con- 
structed the Panama Canal for you 
(laughter), for I am speaking with 
great frankness and not with what is 
sometimes called diplomatic indirection 
(laughter), but I will say most truly 
that it adds greatly to the pelasure of 
building that great work that it is you 
whe will most profit by it (aughter). 

“I can say a similar thing about the 
recent lowering of our tariff. We did 
not- lower it in order to please you 
(laughter). It was for purposes that we 
considered economically for ourselves 
(cheers). Nevertheless, it added to the 
pleasure of doing that to reflect that 
thereby we should receive more trade 
from you (cheers). 

“Concerning the recent message of 
President Wilson, I can say somewhat 
more. I take it upon myself and on my 
own responbibility to gay more. 

“He told you that not merely to please 
you, but to express the true sentiment 
anid the. self-respect of the American 
nation and of every true American 
(cheers), 

“His was the voice of the people, 
Nevertheless ft adds to the pleasure of 
hearing that voice to know that it does 
please you. 

“May I put in another parenthesis, 
also On my own account, and correct 
the .impression that part of your 
press seems to have about the atti- 
tude of the United States Govern- 
ment concerning the investment of 
your colossal earnings in the states 
of Central America that have volcanic 
tendencies?” (laughter). 

“IT sometimes read that the United 
States ig entering upon a policy to 
discourage foreign investments. That 
is untrue. I think that some events 
are happening there which discour- 
age them somewhat, but I hope they 
will not be charged to the United 
States. There is a policy forming in 
the minds of our Government and 
our people which is not new and that 
would discourage such investments 
or such concessions as would cerry 
with them control of the government 
of any of these states, and only that” 
(Hear! hear!), “only that, if you 
please, for so far as the United 
States is concerned, you know how 
heartily we have welcomed your in- 
vestments there and still welcome 
them, and always will. 

“You may be assured that it is not 
the business of the United States to 
put any let or hindrance on any in- 
vestment of yours anywhere in the 
world, and it will most heartily wel- 
come your investments in any part 
of America, provided only you do 
not make them so that you may take 
the country with them. (Laughter.) 

“The Monroe Doctrine, you know, 
meant only this—that the United 
States would prefer that no Euro- 
pean Government should gain more 
land in the New World. In those 
days the only way a foreign Govern- 
ment could gain land was literally te 
go and take land. Now we have 
more refined methods of exploitation 
and there are other ways of tak- 
ing it. 

“That is the only protest that the 
United States has ever whispered, 
and it has only whispered.”

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 14.—The Mis- 
sour University basket ball players this 
year may go unrewarded by varsity 
numerals.

Those 
players who have never played profes- 
sionally except in one city are few and 
far between, in the big leagues, at any 
rate. 


Stars Seldom Shift. 


In the cases of men sticking with the 
same big League club the question of 
ability sometimes enters prominently— 
Matty, for instance; but the same grade 
of ability doesn’t prevent change of res- 
idence. Honus Wagner has played in 
Louisville and Pittsburg, but. he has 
played under the same boss, Barney 
Dreyfuss. He moved to Pittsburg when 
the club moved. Sometimes it’s a 
question of money in a big deal, and 


once in a while a new league springs 


up to entice players to a new field. 

Cozey Dolan hasn’t been playing such 
a great length of time, but he has had a 
rich and varied experience in flitting 
from place to place. Early in his career 
he performed a short time in Cincinnati. 
Before joining the New York Americans 
he was with the Jersey City (Eastern 
League) club, and from New York he 
went back to the Eastern (now the In- 
ternational) League via Rochester, Last 
year he was a member first of the Phil- 
lies, then the Pirates, and now we find 
him a member of the St. Louls Car- 
dinals.

"We have a testing camp now, and 
we'll develop some wonders. Why, one 
of our best fighters today is Jerry Je- 
rome, an Aboriginal. Jerry is 47 years 
old, and he can fight like a streak. He's 
the hardest hitter we aver had. And he 
never trains for a fight. 

‘The Aboriginals aren't iike the Af- 
rican negroes here. They're an entire- 
ly different race. They’re full of hu- 
mor—good natured all the time, but 
they love a fight.

“They're absolutely game. They don’t 
know what it is to quit. Before box- 
ing came in the oboriginal way of set- 
tling disputes or of playing for a gin

“Jerry Jerome is 47, and- I’ve seen 
him go ‘out without any training and 
run 100 yards in 10 2-5s. He has run 
in even time. There was another Ab- 
original who ran races for years and 
never was timed slower than 10s, for 
suv yards, 

“Once Jerry fought another Aborig- 
inal—a fellow with a great round body 
like a barrel, and a big round head set 
on his body without any neck, and the 
thinnest legs I ever saw. His legs were 
so thin he couldn’t do any running. 
Those fellows never train, anyway. Jer- 
ry gave him an awful beating. Every 
round Jerry would gay: ‘You'd better 
guit right now; I’m going to kill you.’ 
And the big fellow would laugh and 
say: ‘I’ll be killing you, Jerry.’ He nev- 
er showed a sign of being willing to 
quit. His name is ‘Black Paddy,’ and 
he is known as ‘The Smoked Irishman.’ 
Black Paddy is a good many years old. 
er than Jerry Jerome, These Abo ig- 
inals don’t seem to grow old or lose 
their strength. Jerry is a great all- 
round athlete. Besides running and 
fighting, he shoots and he’s one of the 
best shots in Australia. He’s a famous 
tracker, too, and a great hunter.” 


Boxing a Business. 

Getting away from the Aboriginal, Mr. 
Baker gave us a few details of the 
sport in Australia. 

“We run fighting on a business basis, 
and it is recognized by the Government 
as a legitimate pursuit. I had physical 
culture schools when I went into it. I 
was an allround athlete myself, and an 
amateur boxer. In the Olympic games 
at London I represented Australia in 
the swimming and diving events, and in 
boxing and football. 

“One day Mr. McIntosh dropped in at 
lunch time. I was about to have a 
mutton chop. We divided the chop. He 
had taken up a vaudeville circuit and it 
conflicted with his boxing, He proposed 
to sell out to me, Before the chop was 
finished I had purchased ail of his box- 
ing interests in Australia for £30,000 
($150,000). I took his word for everything 
—Gidn't even look at his books. And I 
found that it was just as he represented. 
He had covered his big boxing stadium 
at a cost of £12,000, and there was other 
property involved, with the good-will 
and hig agreement not to promote box- 
ing in Australia for 10 years. The deal 
was completed in five minutes. 

“T started out to get a concrete and 
brick stadium in every city and make 
a regular circuit, so that I could shift 
my boxers around. I have two in Mel- 
bourne, one in Sydney, one in Brisbane 
end one tn Adelaide. Then I began 
Lringing in famous boxere from America.

'OBBY GRILLING 
SFNDS DE KNICHT 
TO THE HOSPITAL 


Suffers Nervous Collapse and Is 
Unable to Reappear Before 
Senate Committee. 


Wy Wire From the Washington Bu- 
wean of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—Clarence 
‘Ww. de Knight, the lobbyist who tes- 
tified Thursday before the Senate 
Lobby Committee, is in a hospital 
and will be unable to continue his 
story for several days. De Knight 
is suffering from nervous disorders 
as the result of the grilling he re- 
eeived, his physiclan told Chairman 
Overman today. 
Secretary of the Navy Dariels to- 
day forwarded to the committee cor- 


respondence concerning De Knight's 


activities in connection with legisla- 
tion which resulted in increasing the 
pay of enlisted men and petty of- 
ficers. De Knight admitted that he 
made at least $30,000 or $40,000 out 
of this business, and the committee 
expects to show that his memory 
erred to the extent of approximately 
$60,000. 

The text of a portion of a letter 
from the Commander of the Topeka 
throws additional light on the De 
Knight method. It reads: 

“T have the honor to invite the De- 
partments attention to the inclosed 
papers. I understand that the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery is the 
originator of a bill to reorganize and 


increase the efficiency of the hospital 


corps of the navy, and that the bu- 
reau is giving its attention to this 
bill, therefore it would appear to be 
unreasonable for each member of the 
hospital corps to pay De Knight $65 
for services not rendered and not 
necessary.” 

Thig letter apparently shows that 
De Knight, discovering that the Navy 
Department was behind a bill, im- 
mediately circularized the men on 
ships away from Washington - and 
unaware of legislative methods, and 
induced them to sign a contract to 


pay money for getting legislation 
that the department was backing.

ICARRANZA'S POLICY 


EXPECTED TO VEER 
ROUND TOUS. EA 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The decla- 
ration of Gen. Carranza, outlining his 
policy as to the right of American Con- 
suls in Northern Mexico to act for citi- 
zens of other Powers, was transmitted 
promptly today to the various Powers by 
the diplomatic representatives in Wash- 
ington. 

Capies of the statement, telegraphed 
to Secretary Bryan by American Con- 
sul Simpich at Nogales, were supplied 
to the diplomats late today and con- 
sidered of such importance that there 
was no delay in submitting them to the 
governments as a basis for specific in- 
structions. 

Carranza in his note says foreign na- 
tions other than the United States 
may very well have unofficia; inter- 
course with him in his capacity of com- 
mander in chief of the Constitutional- 
ist army, through representatives ac- 
credited in Washington or their Con- 
suls residing in territory controlled by 
his army, and that, if there be no for- 
eign Consuls in this territory, then the 
governments concerned may very well 
authorize other persons, ‘“‘who may well 
be Consuls of the United States, to pre- 
sent their unofficial representations in 
the name of those governments.”""” He 
also says: 

‘Deeming this suitable opportunity, 
I wish further to say to you that if 
the same foreigners, or their relatives, 
will address their personal representa- 
tions to me and bespeak My protection 
of their lives and interests, they wills 
be immediately attended to without any 
need of their Government officially or 
unofficially intervening.’”’ 

On Way to Chihuahua City. 

Embassy and legation officials were 
unprepared to comment on the Car- 
ranza rule except in general terms. 
One fact is accepted, however, that the 
United States cannot continue to act 
for them in defiance of Carranza’s re- 
fusal to listen to representations on 
the old basis. They feel that there 
is no warrant of law for allowing 
United States Consuls to accept cre- 
dentials also from. foreign Govern- 
ments, as seems to be required by 
Carranza, even if the various Govern- 
ments were willing to bestow such 
powers. 

Gen. Carranza has cut himself off 
from communication by starting on 
horseback with his staff across the 
mountains of Chihuahua for the capi- 
tal of that State. It will be nearly 
two weeks before he can be reached 
by telegraph, and it is assumed at the 
State Department that no change in 
the status of foreigners in Norhern 
Mexico is likely in the immediate fu- 
ture

change in his first uncompro- 
mising attitude and that by the time

ment of foreigners, or injury to their 
properties, while, on the other hand.

It is believed that tn other cases 
the various Governments will accept 
Gen. Carranza’s suggestion and allow 
their Consuls to do business with him 
orn an unofficial basis, which will not 
carry with it political recognition. It 
is recalled that this was done by 
Great Britain, France and other Eu- 
repean countries in the Confederate 
States during thé Civil War.

A moment’s pause after this figure, and the dancers start again.

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‘TCOTTON MARKET. 
S IRREGULAR 
BUT TONE FIRM 


Trade Is Dull, but Confidence 
Returns That Mills Will Take 
All of Stock. 


In the cotton market net change in 
price has been small. The feeling that 
prices must, from the very weight of 
cotton and lack of demand, decline tu 
considerably lower levels is not quite 
so pronounced as it has been. There 
has been a recovery from the lowest 
prices that were recorded last week 
and the squeeze that is seen in Marcn 


contracts in New York is good evidence 
of the fact that contract prices in that 
market are not on a parity with the 
price of spot cotton, and it is cheaper 
for shorts to suffer a squeeze and get 
out by buying in their contracts than 
it is for them to deliver the spot cot- 
ton. 

The situation now seems susceptible. 

New crop ideas will affect the mar- 
ket and estimates of acreage are be- 
tng sent out. One prominent journal 
has passed the indefinite stage and has 
given an estimate in acres and figured 
an increase over last year of 2.7 per 
cent. Undoubtedly such close figuring 
is premature. The Government, with ali 
its machinery for gathering data, makes 
no attempt to, estimate acreage until 
much later than the present time. 

Unfortunately, these estimates, espe- 
cially when their circulation is wide, 
go far toward molding opinions, and, 
unfortunately, opinions once fixed are 
not easily changed, even though the 
conditions which shaped them have 
changed. 

Acreage Conditions Still Open. 

The acreage, just now, is an abso- 
lutely unknown quantity. The acre- 
age depends on weather stretching over 
a period of two montAs at least: on 
seed quality and quantity; on the price 
for cotton; on the head of planting to 
grain or other feed crops; and so on, 
indefinitely. 

All that can be said now is that the 
winter season has been a good one. 
The present price of cotton is neither 
for nor against large acreage; reports 
are that seed is bad in the Western 
belt; the ground is yet too cold for 
the germination of seed, 36 being report- 
ed from San Antonio this week. All 
in afl, very little work has been done, 
Which is not unusual at this season of 
the year. 

The market in the meantime is de- 
pendent ,almost entirely on demand, 
and that has been sadly lacking, for 
some time past. Such buying as spin- 
ners do is irregular and the readiness 
to buy at some slight concession is 
lacking. Apparently buying is being 
done to satisfy immediate needs. No 
uneasiness seems to be felt about fu 
ture supplies for American mills, al- 
though exports have gained consid- 
erably auring the last two months. 

Around the first week .in January 
exports were 200,000 bales behind the 
figures for the same time last sea- 
son. Now exports are 300,000 bales 
more thin the same date last season. 
This is a relative gain of 500,000 bales 
in two months, or a little over one 
month’s supply for American mills. 

So far, the takings of American by 
world’s spinners are about 100,000 
bales more than last vear. This is 
in spite of the fact that more than 
300,000 kales more of other kinds of 
cotton have been taken. 

Mills Using Much Cotton. 
spite of gloomy talk, figures 

that mills have been using a 
vast quantity of cotton. both in this 
country and abroad. While trade is 
claimed to be dull and prices are a 
source of contention, or a barrier, be- 


tween buyers and sellers, it igs re- 
ported that exporters of cotton goods 
are getting nearer to business than 
for some time past and there is more 
inquiry. The trouble with China trade 
has been that-_local dealers there 
were selling cheaper than they could 
replace and that killed business for 
the manufacturer. Such a condition 
is not a logical one and cannot last. 
Fortunately, in the meantime, do. 
mestic trade was active enough to 
care for the output. 
It is not unlikely 
of consumption that is sent out by 
the Census Bureau will be bullish, 
when taken in«connection with the 
exports. There is no reason to look 
for a falling off in manufacturing.

Cows were rather slow and not in 
very heavy demand during the forepart 
of the week, but later on, with a much 
heavier call from butchers, the market 
became better and they closed on a 
strony basis. 

Vealers Are Cheaper. 

Vealers were on the downturn right 
from the outset of the period, due more 
than anything else to a lack of suffi- 
cient demand from butchers. Prices 
were largely 2@s0c lower, with a late 
top of $10.25 

Stockers and feeders were in good re- 
quest all through the week, and with 
a light supply prices were on a strong 
to dime higher basis.

Receipts in the quarantine division,

scarcity of pigs and feed in the coun- 
try, both of which are necessary in 
making hogs.

$8000 FOR COUNSELOR 


Board - Tentatively Agrees on 
Fire Marshal ‘Who Shall Con- 
duct Investigations. 


An eight-hour work day for all city 


wages for, skilled: mechanics and la- 


borers, was provided for in the pro- 


posed new city charter by-the Board 
of Freeholders in session in the Muni- 
cipal Courts Building last night. 


The subject was broucht up for 


labor representative on the board. 
Hertenstein said many skilled me- 
chanics were employed by the city, In 
various departments. at less than the 
regular union scale of wages. He 
offered a provision intended to protect 
this class of city employes from “the 
lew scale of wages heretofore paid. 
A provision to cever this subject was 
agreed upon in this language: ‘‘Excepvt 
in cases of emergency not to exceed 
eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
work for all mechanics and. laborers 
employed by the city, and not less 
the prevailing rate of wages shall be 
paid.’’ | 
Fire Marshal Proposed, 

The Freeholders also tentatively 
agreed that the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment should. have the’ atithority. to 


the cause and circumstances of fires, 
to aid in. the suppression of arsun and 
to have the power. to compel the at-. 
tendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of books and papers in his investi- 
gations. 

There Was some objections to the fire 
marshal idea on the ground that insur- 
ance companies might cause investiga- 
tions to be made of all fires, resulting 
in much embarrassment to persons suf- 
fering loss and also to delay. . . 

The Freeholders decided to: fix. the 
sulary of the Director @ the Law De.- 
partment at $8000 a vear, the same as the 
‘salaries to be-provided for the directors 
ef. the other important departments. 
The salaries to be paid to the associate 
and Assistant City Counselors were not 
fixed, that being left to the Board of 
Aldermen. The Freeholders originally 
provided that four associates should 
receive $4200 a year and two $3000 a year. 

June 9 Proposed for Election. 

The board discussed the proposition cf 
a special election for the submission 
of the proposed new charter to a vote 
of the people. Samuel~Rosenfeid re- 
ported that the Election Commissioners 
suggested that June 9 would be the 
date most convenient to them. 

It was suggested that the Mayor and 
members of the Municfpal Assembly be 
consulted to ascertain whether it would 
be agreeable to them ‘to have the elec- 
tion at. that time. .The.élection has to 
be called by the AssembfTy.

F ope were a modern sorcerer. a fate clairvoy- 
ant or medium, or we:e euvgased in aby 
of the modern magic piactices whereby the 
public is deceived and cajoled out of its goods 
and chattels, such a peisov would be pardoned 
for nursing a well-de.e:oped greouch, if not a 
positive disli.e, fo. one David P. Abbott. 

This man Abbott for 20 years practiced the occult sci- 
ences himself. Now he bas gone s)stematically ipto the 
business of exposing how they are pe.itormed. He has 
proved to be one of our most esibusiastic exposers. His 
mathematical symbol] should be: The square of the con- 
vert’s zeal multiplied by the cube of the reformer'’s 
energy, plus the nth power of the scientist's devotion 
equals Abbott. 

Without attempting to controvert the faith of the 
geouipe spiritualist in the slightest, Abbott has spent 
har) years studying so-called materializations and look- 
ing for manifestaticns of the presence of spi:its. In a 
letter to a friend he declares: ‘“‘No ope would be more 
happy than 1} were it possible to prove personal im- 
mortality in this manner; yet I do not wish to be de- 
ceived and to believe that which is not true. There- 
fore, I always look for fraud and tric'ery in mani- 
festations of this-nature. I will further add that in all 
my life I have been looking for things of this iind, 
aid have never yet been able to see one liitie thing 
taat was genuine. Always, when I have been presert. 
I have found a trick.” 

Readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine will 
recall the account of bow Abbott explained the 
baffling mystery of spirit portarit. painting: ‘cume 
of his other disclosures as published by him have been 
no less startling for their revelations of the wonderful 
has been devoted to the business of 
ceceiving humanity. 

Not the least interesting is his account of the undoing 
ef a stage mind reader who was practicing some of those 
feats which often have bewildered theatergoers. A 
friend, who was also a skeptic, had written to Abbott 
that this performer had an act which defied explanation 
and appeared enough to convince ome that if the man 
had no occult powers he at least had mastered the 
secrets of telepathy. Nope of the ordipary explanations 
for these feats would do, the frend said: Abbott got 
cn a train at once and went to the city where the per- 
formances’ were taking place. 

On each ‘of three nights when Abbott was watching 
him at work, the seer used a new method and the 
methods seemed to have nothing in commen. Abbott. 
in his ‘Behind the Scénes With the Mediums,” de- 
scribes him as a very slender »ersonage, with long hair 
and a particularly ghostly look. The first night, he 
took bis seat quietly on the stage, after bis manager, 
who made a shori speech, had a boy pass through 
the audience with cards and envelopes. The spectators 
were asked to write questions on the cards and seal 
them in the envelopes. 

The boy was well krown in the city and was - 4 
confederate. He colle ted the sealed envelopes\ in a 
bat. A committee fiom tbe audience then blindfdlded 
tve medium, first tying a woman’s kid glove over the 
--es, to make certain the bandage was impervious to 
be light. The seer’s manager led him to a table back 
stage, on which were some flowers and a music box. 
out he was never for a minute out of sight of the audi- 
enee, which could see that the bandage was not mo- 
lested. 

When the boy came cn the stage directly from in 
front, the mamager pla: a hand erchief over the hat 
and asked the boy to ta'e a seat on the stage, facinz 
the audience, some ten feet in front of the medium. 
The manager delivered : brief lecture, after whieh the 
boy was asked to ta e an eneviope from the hat and 
hold it high ip bis-hand. He obeyed and to the amaze- 
ment of everybody, the medium began answering a 
question which a man in the audience admitted was bis 
Every question was answered and every person who bad 
written it was compelled to admit he was satisfied. 
After the show the envelopes, still sealed, were returned 
to the writers 

The next pight the method was changed. This time 
the manager collected the envelopes and cards in a 
small bag with a drawstring. As he eollected each, he 
gave the writer a pumber and placed the number on the 
envelope. When all had been collected he held the bag 
between the tips of his fingers, above his head, so that 
it should be in view all the time. Taking it to the 
sttage he hung it upon a cord dangiing from a screw: eye 
ubove, where sight of it could not be lost for a second. 

While he was doing this, the medium was walking 
2hbout on the stage reading a Bible. When the bag had 
been hung in place, be put the Bible on a table and 
then walked forward to the manager’s side, where he 
stood while the. latter delivered a brief lecture. At the 
conclusion of the address he took a seat and picked up 
the book again. 

He turned through it deliberately, occasionally paus- 
ing to read a text. After each verse of Scripture he 
would answer one of the numbered questions. Each writ- 
er admitted the question was his. When he had fin- 
ished, the manager took down the bag, poured the en- 
velopes out of it into a basket so the audience could 
see. Then they were distributed to the writers, the 
envelopes still sealed. 

The third evening the nedium was dressed as 9 Bud- 
dhist priest, wearing a large turban. The questions 
were written as before and collected by the manager in 
a wicker basket, from which they were emptied on a 
table on the stage. This time the lecture lasted only a 
few minutes. The medium then began tapping a small 


bell as if to summon the-spirits and read the questions: 
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ae the turban was a telephone with wires running te metal sole shoes. Brass nails in the stage floor gave 
communication to a confederate in the wings.’’ 


in a remarkable fashion. Sometinies he would sit at 
age tavie. At ethers be would walk around as if in 
great mental distress, ringing his bell. When an answer 
was coming to him he would stop still a moment until 
he had delivered it. These pauses took place on all 
parts of the stage. 

The audience was completely mystified and none more 
-o tban those who had witnessed every performance and 
got not the slightest hint of trickery. Abbott discov- 
ered it, however, and his explanation made the whole 
thing absurdly simple. 

When the boy came on the stage the first night, Ab- 
bott soticed, the manager received the bat from him 
in his right hand, in a natural manner, while be directed 
the boy to his chair. Naturally, attention was foctsed 
on the boy. Abbott alone watched the manager closely 
enough to observe that when he picted up the hand- 
kerchief from the table he exchanged this bat for an- 
other hat, behind the music box, whieh was filled with 
dummy envelopes. Only an eapert could have done it 
so adrcitly and ovly an expert could have detected it. 

it will be remember- that the bandaging committee 
first pliced a kid glove « -er the medium’s eyes. The 
glove was stiff. By a traineu movement of his eye- 
brows, the medium could raise the glove until he could 
see under the bandage. Under the conceaimeant of the 
music box and flowers the medium dextrously opened 
the envelopes, took out the cards and stacked them in 
his left hand while the manager was lecturing. Then 
when the boy held up a sealed dummy, he had nothing 
to do but read the top card, apswer it, shift # to tbe 
bottom by sleight of hand and so on until the perform- 
Later the cards were resealed in the 
envelopes by assistants and returned to their owners. 

The secret of the second night’s performance was in 
the bag itself. Nobody except Abbott noticed anything 
remarkable in the fact that just as the manager was 
suspending the bag from its cord a man in the back 
of the audience shouted that he bad a question and 
asked that it be ineluded The mapmager asked a man 
in the front row to take the bag back and get the ques- 
tion. The two men, of course, were confederates. They 
simply switched for this bag another in which the pre- 
pared dummies had been placed. They hurried back 
ef the stage with the originals, read them, wrote them 
on a slip of paper with the proper numbers and placed 
the slip in the medium’s Bible at the moment he laid it 
on the table to go forward to his manager when the 
latter was ma’ing his speech. The rest was simple. 

The third night’s trick was the most brilliant, but 
Abbott saw through it at omce, as it was Merely an 
improvement en the method already well known. The 
basket in which the envelopes were collected had a 
double bottom, so arranged that when one is closed the 
other is opened. The dummies were in it when the 
manager collected the originals. After he had poured 
the dummies out on the stage, he tossed the basket 
carelessly to one side and a confederate in the wings 
got the originals out, read and copied them, sealed them 
without the audiemce suspecting. 

Now the heavy folds of tne medium’s turban contained 
a tiny telephone receiver which was in place over his 
ear. Concealed by his clothing, wires ran from this to 


small copper discs on the sole of each shoe. In the floor 
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of the stage were corresponding copper discs connect- 
ing with a telephone back of the stage. Half a 
dozen sets of these discs had been scattered on the sige. 

When the medium wished to establish communica: 
tion, all he had to do was to place the discs on bis 
shoes over a set of discs on the floor. A certain ring 
of his bell notified an assistant he was ready and the 
assistant read the question to him. 

Variations of these methods of reading sealed mes- 
sages and conveying them to the medium are done in 
practically all the stage demonstrations of this kizi, 
according to Abbott. There is a much wider range, 
howev~", ip the method cf collecting the messages from 
the audience. Some of these are truly mystifying, par- 
ticularly those in which ihe individual writes his mes- 
sage and keeps it in bis own possession. 

In most cases these notes are written on paper in 
tablets furnished by the seer. Several sheets down from 
the one on which a note is written is a specially pre- 
pared sheet of waxed paper. This acts as a sort of whiie 
carbon and when developed with chemicals off stage «n 
exact duplicate of the eo)'y in possession of the writer 
is in possession of apn assistant. 

Sometimes visitors prepare their questions at home 
on their own paper, which they never allow to leave 
their possession. These cffer the greatest difficulty to 
the petformers, who resort to extraordinary efforts to 
turn them to their own profit. Ushers, theater ‘nan- 
agere.and close friends of the house keep a sharp loox- 
out for such persons and, when they spot one, resort to 
every means of getting information about them. All 
the house staff who cenld possible recognize them 
look them over and even ask questions about them of 
others in the audience. 

Once a mame or an occupation of the persons can he 
discovered, the city directory, telephone books and any 
other accessible sources of information are called into 
service. Even when the auditor is sitting in complacent 
ignorance that he is the object of so much attenticn, 
the city is being scoured for information about aim. 
And after awhile he is amazed when the seer says: 

“I seem to get a message for a lawyer. The spirits 
are in confusion, but one of them is trying to tell me 
something for him. I get the impresion of a big two- 
story house on a street full of trees. The houses are 
far back from the building line and there is an iron 
deer on the lawn of the one next to him. It is a short 
street, some kind of a place--I get the name Parkland. 
Yes, it is Parkland place and I get the number 67-— 
it is the number of the house. Now a name comes to 
me. It is George Y. Jones. He is asking a question. 
The spirit seems to be telling him not to trouble his 
mind as bis own experience is the safest guide. It is 
also telling him not to worry, that his daughter wil! 
not suffer a relapse.” 


Of course, the medium doesn't know the exact question 
Mr. Jones has written on his paper, unless someone in 
the lawyer's confidence has betrayed it. But the tele- 
phone has brought the information that Mr. Jones has 
gone to the theater after stopping at the hospital to visit 
his sick daughter. The medium’s shrewdness has done 
the rest. Mr. Jones is exceedingly mystified by it ali, 
and the performer's reputation bas been immeasurably 
enhanced.

The man who utters this warning is Franck Duro-‘with two parts of hydrocen 


quier, who has conducted some interesting electrical 
experiments in his laboratory at Anche, Touraiune. 
That his warning may not seem extravagant he points 
to some extraordinary facts in connection -with the 
loss of the steamship Voiturno by fire, on Oct. 9, 1913, 
the explosion in the Universal Colliery. at Cardiff, 
Wales, on Oct. 14, 1913,°when about 400 lives were lost, 
and the strange series of explosions on French war- 
ships in the harbor at Toulon, beginning with the dis- 
aster to the lena in March, 1907, when 118 were killed, 
and coming down through a list of 18 tragedies, the 
worst of which was the sinking of La Liberte by an 
explosion on Sept. 25, 1911, with a loss of 235° men 
killed and 100 seriously injured. 

Other famous electrical engineers are not ready to 
accept his theory. Edison calls it» “fanciful;” experts 
of the Marconi company do not think there is any 
scientific basis for it, but none of them has yet ex- 
plained away the mass of evidence presented by M. 
Duroquier in an article in the scientific magazine, La 
Nature. Whether this evidence is sufficient to convict 
wireless telegraphy of the heinous crimes charged 
against it by M. Duroquier or not, time alone cam tell. 
_ It is enough here to say that he makes out a strong 
case. 

M. Duraquier, at work in his electrical laboratory at 
Anche, noticed that the most delicate receiving insftru- 
ments of his wireles@ receiving station got out of order 
whenever the wireless stations of Rochefort and the 
Riffel Tower were sending simultaneously. He even 
had explosions that wrecked his antennae.

The British Government had 
blown up the hulk of an old warship by loading it with 
explosives and setting these off with wireless waves. 

M. Duroguier read of the experiments at Leghorn on 
Jun.

You have only to wait awhile to see your glass flask 
explode. If you are near a powerful wireless station 
this will send out an induction wave that will start a 
spark between the points of the needles. This spark causes 
the oxygen and hydrogen to combine with a sudden ex- 
plosion. A thunderstorm will produce the same effect. 

The needles and the glass globe are a resonator. Any 
good conductor of electricity may become-a resonator 
under certain common conditions and give off sparks 
that are usually harmless but that if discharged in an 
explosive medium will cause disaster. 

M. Duroquier gives the following examples: “Some 
chains or a case of scrap iron forgotten in the over- 
heated atmosphere of a coal-bunker would be sufficient 
to set fire to a liner in a thunderstorm or in the neigh- 
borhood of a wireless telegraph station. 

“To blow up a warship all that is necessary is a few 
shells too close together in a badly-ventilated ammuni- 
tion chamber. 

“For a dirigible balloon to explode an imperfect con- 
tact or a narrow slit in the metallic framework of its 
covering is sufficientr

ARLY on the morning after the surprise by 

which Francisco Villa captured Juarez, I 

stole around the picket line of American 

troops in El Paso, on the north side of the 

Rio Grande, walked across the Interna- 

tional Bridge, got past the Mexican 

pickets on the other side by supplying 

them with the “makings,” and found myself in the city 

which a few hours before had echoed witi: a cannonade 
audible for miles around. 

In the streets scores of dead men lay sprawling in

different contorted positions. Most of them had al- : 


ready been stripped of their clothes. The pavements 
were splotched with blood. Here lay a hat, and here 
a cartridge belt. Empty shells were strewn al! about. 

I strolled through the battle-stained streets unmo- 
lested, the little brown suldiers greeting me with friend- 
ly grins, for they like the aizcricanos in Juarez. Some- 
times, however, it was neeessary to use that unfailing 
international passport, a sack of tobacco, in order to 
pass a sentinel. 

I ran into half a dozen young Americans, all officers 
in Villa’s army, mostly in the artillery. They had pre- 
viously been in the United States regulars. They told 
me of the cunning coup by which Villa got possession 
of the icwn. 

They tola how he stole away from Chihuahua in the 
night with a tew hundred men, and 10 miles out sur- 
prised and captured without firing a shot a train of 
“einforcements coming from Juarez. He seized a tele- 
graph office and compelled the operator to send in the 
name of Maj. Guzman, who commanded the relief train, 
a telegram to Gen. Castro, at Juarez, to the effect that 
Villa’s army was between him and Chihuahua. Gus 
man’s reply commanded the detachment to fall back 
to Juarez. Villa replied that his engine had broken 
down, and the infatuated Castro actually sent to Villa 
the locomotive which

ANY years ago I contracted an intimacy 
with a Mr. William Legrand. He was 
of an ancient Huguenot family, and 
had once been wealthy: but a series of 
misfoitunes had reduced him to want. 
To avoid the mortification consequent 
upon his disasters, he left New Or- 

leans, the city of his forefathers, and took up his resi- 
dence at Sullivan’s Island, near Charleston, 8S. C. 

This island is a very singular one. It consists of little 
else than the sea sand, and is about three miles long. 
Its breadth at no point exceeds a quarter of a mile. It 
is separated from the mainland by a scarcely perceptible 
creek, oozing its way thrcugh a wilderness of reeds ‘and 
slime, a favorite resort of the marsh hen. The vegeta- 
tation. as might be supposed, is scant, or at least dwarf- 
ish.

She speaks from 
experience, from observation and from close association, 
both with college- bred women and inexperienced young

“MY VISIT TO GEN. VILLA b By a St. Louisan Just Returned from Mexico 


throughout was not that of a vain man who ‘enjoys 
being photographed, but of one who is courteously will- 
ing to oblige those who a&k him for favers. 

» In reply to questions which various ones of ovr party 
put, Villa began -talking of himself and his .earee. while 
keeping a seemingly careless but minutely atientive 
eye upon his battalions. 

“They call me a bandit,” he said, as nearly. as | can 
remember the words, “but I am a bandit who does not 
drink or smoke. My greatest crime . ‘in the eyes of my 
enemies is that I remained loyal to. Madero, who gave 
up his life for the people... My heart. is clean. My only 
ambition is to drive out of Mexico the rich mén who 
have oppressed it. If I could do that today by ‘giving 
up my life I. would do so gladly. 

“In 11 months I have raised this army and got 
possession of most of the State of Chihuahua. When 
I first began to gather men about me in the mountains 
they were short of guns and ammunition. They were 
eager to fight for the cause, but they had nothing to 
fight with. They used to come.to me and say: ‘Gen- 
eral, we are willing to follow you, but we have no guns.’ 

“I told them that the enemy had arms and cartr’ iges 
and that we must take them. ‘We have. More than 90 
per cent of the ammunition we have shot away in this 
campaign originally. belonged to Huerta. We had no 
machine guns or cannon. Now we have more than 75 
field pieces and many rapidfire guns. 

“IT am not an educated man. I never had an op- 
portunity to learn ‘anything except to fight, but when 
I was in the penitentiary in Mexico City I taught my- 
self how to write. All day long I used to scribble on 
the walls of my cell. ‘Then I began to learn to read, 
and with a few more lessons” —the General smiled hu- 
morously—‘“I will’ be a fine scholar.” 

Then Villa brought the interview to a close and rode 
away with his staff to join his troops. The next day 
I watched the battle of Tierra Blanca at long range 
from a mountain side in American territory. -With 
military field glasses one can see for astonishing dis- 
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tances through the brilliant susilight of the niendonis 
plains. We could distinctly see the smoke of the can- 
nons outlining the Constitutionalist and Federal posi- 
tions, for the Mexicans: largely use black ‘Howder; for 
their artillery. . 


Villa, of course, was completely victorious, and re. 


turned in triumph to- Juarez with many prisoners ‘ ‘and 
a great capture of: stores, artillery, ammunition ‘and 
prisoners.. On Thanksgiving day, the next day after 
the’ battle, I went to Tierra Blanca on a hospital train. 
There I saw the darker side of Villa's fame, an instance 
of the slaughter of men upon -which his renown is 
built. ~~ 


Dead men, their bodies and faces mangled and torn 
by shells, lay about in such profusion that one soon 
became hardened to the sight. One could look behind 
almost any rock and fnd a huddled heap of human flesh, 
where some soldier had been picked off by a sharp- 
shooter on the other side, or where a cannon shell had 
searched him out. They lay in lines in the gullies, and 
some of the bodies were those of women. 


The prisoners were set to work burying their dead 
comrades. The work was often so hastily done that 
from beneath a shallow covering of sand and rock a 
rigid arm would stick out. Nearly all the bodies I saw 
had been stripped of their clothes. I returned to Juarez 
on a “dead train” of cattle cars which bore the Con- 
stitutionalist dead to Juarez for burial in “holy ground.” 
In each car lay 25 or 30 men, their ankles and wrists 
tied with a bit of rope, or of ribbon, or of grass, or 
anything else that came handy. The bodies were thrown 
into wagons at Juarez and taken to the cemetery. 

The dead on the Federal side were not given religious 
burial. Trenches were dug, and I saw two men, stand- 
ing on either bank of the trench, take a body by the 
fegt and hands and fling it down with as little ado as if 


it had been so muth carrion.

The next day I saw Villa; again at the Custom House 
| congratulated 
him on this second victory, and. especially og the fact 
that he had won it with se -é.oalk a@ joss of lite on his 
side.

‘nO more serious an outcome for me than this fight.” - 


This was the last time I ever spei.e io Villa. On the 
Sunday after Thanksgiving | saw him in a box, with 
his staff, at the race course, where he was the guest of 
honor. A company of his soldiers policed the courge 
that day. ae: 

Villa is tall and-stockily bwilt; beinz about 5 feet 10 
inches in height and weighing about ‘25 om 190 pounds. 
His complexion is rather lighter than that of the usual 
Mexican. He is a: powerful man physically, and is re- 
garded as the best revolver «hot in his army. 

From fy few talks with him, |] cor:’d not imaeine 


him in one of the mad and tigerish razes sueh as souie— 


writers have described. Courteous and quiet-spoken, 
simple and unassuming, he struck me as a man whom 
I would trust and confide in farther than probably any 
other man I have known. 


But beneath his quiet one certainly senses the man‘gp—es: 


power. His words are not emphatic or spoken in a 
raised voice, but one feels under them Villa’s convic- 
tion that they cannot possibly be cantradicted. The 
orders he gives are not loud, but they havé.a searce’ 
perceptible ring which ensures their being obeyed - 
out question.

In the tango, the 
position of the 
couple is always 
virtually the same, 
or, if it changes 
slightly it is for the 
sake ef - certain. .

And while on the 
whole the figures of 
the maxixe are more 
restrained than those 
of the tango, it gives 
opportunity at the

It is rather unusual - 
that two steps so essentially different should 
at the same time enjoy so much popularity. 

This may be accounted for, perhaps, in 
the fact that they are danced to Argentinan 
First figure: ‘The maxixe is a variety and Brazilian music, both of which have a 

3 of two-step. rhythm and appeal that lose nothing because 

: they are new to our ears. The music of the 

maxixe ft especially delightful and of indisputable merit. There are certain 

Brazilian airs, long popular in that country, which qualify as pure, rythmic 
masterpieces. 

In this music one finds all the charm as in the plastic attitudes of the dance 
itself. The measure is usually broken and syncopated as in American compositions 
It is possible to dance both the maxixe and the tango to many of the same airs and 
these were instantly christened tango-maxixe pieces. It must be understood, of 
course, that their tempo is much more rapid 
than that usual in the tango and tangoers 
have to be adept in adjusting their favorite 
step to it. 

The essential step is that of fhe polka, 
lengthened somewhat and with much more 
glide to it. Notwithstanding that, it is 
not an easy step

tended. Then. each 
advancing the same foot, they make several 
two-steps as described in the first figure 
except that on the second beat they bend 
the knees in a pronounced dip.

the right and, with the right arm extended 
passes the left arm around the waist of his partner. In this position they make 
two two-steps to the right. Then passing lightly from the right and behind his 
partner, the left hand is extended and the figure is duplicated to the left. It is 
customary to repeat this movement several times. 

Fifth figure: From the fourth position, the pair make a half turn and again 
take the position described for the second figure. They make the half turn with 
one foot gliding after the other. When they have reached the second position, 
they execute the step as described for the 
first figure. 

Sixth figure: The cavalier, holding -his 
partner as if for the tango, executes the 
first few steps of that dance. He advances 
in one beat, brings the left foot up to 
the side of it in the second beat, turns

With its 
natural freedom of 
movement, it re 
quires elegance 
and grace in addi- 
tion. Even iess 
than the tango will 
it stand mediocrity 
of interpretation, 
since the whole ;

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Dark Closets in Your Head 
That Need Ventilation 


CR heads are full of holes that 
must be ventilated if we are to 
remain in good health. Most 
“people think the air they in- 

hale goes only to their lungs and that 
ite one use is to purify their blood, The 
air has another and just as important 
function—the aeration of the hidden 
cupboar's and clesets of the head. 

There are so many of these and their 
intercon:.aunications are so intricate that 
it is impossible to 
show all of them 
in one diagram; but 
im the two diagrams 
that aecompany this 
article the most im- 
portant of these 
ehambers are 
shown, darkly 
shaded. 

The nose is a sort 
of radiator, formed 
of twisted tubes, in 
which the inhaled 
air is warmed and 
moistened. When you exhale vig- 
orously, the air is foreed up into 
the recess back of the nose. This 
is ealled the naso-pharynx. From 
this many tubes open upward and 
backward, each leading to one or 
more of the closets in the head. 

The best known of these is the eusta- 
chian tube, which runs from the back of 
the pharynx to the middle ear. The mid. 
dle ear is behind the drum. In it are 
situated the little bones that connect 
the drum with the nervous apparatus 
of the imner ear. In the rear wall of 
the middle ear is a large irregular open- 
ing leading backward to the mastoid 
antrum, a largebcavity in the upper part 
of the mastoid bone, behind the ear. 
This communicates again with a net- 
work of irregular cavities that make a

They also open into 
the pharynx by two rovndé holes and they 
sometimes communicate with the pos- 
terior etiimoid cells or sinuses. 

Most of these sinuses communicate 
with labyrinths or smaller holes in the 
bones aout them. Many of them do 
not exist at birth and only begin to de- 
velop about the seventh year, growing 
large unti} the age of about 20.

Grow With Exercise, 
Not From Food e 
N the cortex, or “bark,” of the brain 
are millions upon millions of cells 
called neurones, roughly pear- 
shaped, having prolongations of 
two kinds; one, called the axon, which 
runs away down into the white matter 
ef the brain; the other consisting of « 
large number of smaller ramifications 
ealled dendrons, which run out towara 
the surface. It is generally believed that 
these minute cells are the things that we 
think with, the only seat of conscious 
ness. 

That they act as central receiving 

stations wherein the impressions received 
by our senses are 
transiated into ac-}' 
tions has recently 
been demonstrated 
by an experiment 
performed by Dr.} 
F. W. Mott in the 
course of some iec- 
tures in London 
on the brain and 
nervous system. 

This experiment 
shows that a slight 
electric current im- 
terrupted by suit- 
able means causes 
a sensation of taste 
if applied to the 
tongue, of light if 4 neurone from 
the optic nerve be the gray matter of 
excited by it, and the brain, showing 
of noise if directed 4. single azen 
to the nerves of running down into 
hearing.

Even if the bedy be almost starved. the 
brain is scareely, if at. all, affected. 
Therefore feeding cam have no effect upon 
the growth of the prolongations of the 
neurones. 

From this it follows that nutritien or 
lack of nutrition has no influence upon 
the developmeat of inte’ligence except 
as it increases the general healthiness 
of the body. 

The development of the neurones de- 
pends upon the capacity for self-nuatri- 
tion implanted in them before birth. 
Aecording to Dr. Mott no alteration of 
the @iet or any attempt we can make 
to tmprove the general condition of the 
body can ever be a cure for mental de- 
ficiency. 

, the nevrores grow with exer- 
cise. Dr. Mott shows that the neurones 
in the sight center in the brain of a 
dog from which the eyes had been re 
moved at birth were small and shrunken 
when compared with those of a normal 
animal. They had had ne exercise. 
hence they had never grown. 

Many of the leading authorities on the 
psycholegy of education assert that the 
way to improve the mental capacity of 
a defective or backward child is to give 
full play te these faculties which he 
does possess rather than by trying to 
arouse those that he does net.
